COMA Protests 
Express Charges 


Appeals to Commerce Commission 
for Suspension of New 
Storage Rates 


The Car Owning Managers’ Association, 
W. I. Swain, chairman, has filed a pro- 
test with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission against the new storage rates 
irged by g@xpress companies whereby 
shipments are allowed only five days’ free 
time. COMA asks for an immediate sus- 
pension of the tariff pending an investi- 
gation and hearing, unless the express 
companies will agree to allow at least 18 
days’ free time on certain classes of 
goods, including lithographs, type and 
dated printed matter, and other theatrical 
commodities. 

Not only dramatic showmen, but con- 
cessionaires, circus and carnival people, 
agents and other transient citizens are 
affected by the new rates, and many show 
folk already have complained that the 
‘ is discriminatory and a_ hardship. 
COMA, in its protest, points out that the 
showman depends almost entirely on the 
express companies to deliver dated ad- 
Vvertising matter. If the dated printed 
matter did not arrive in time to meet 
the advance publicity brigade, the show 
would suffer heavily. The express come 
panies practically make it\imperative that

Southern Railway’s High Tariff 


Throws Business to Other Lines 


Raising of Rates for Transporting Circuses and Carnivals Causes 
Shows To Use Different Routes Whenever Possible and Also 


To Pass Up 


Many Stands 


By advancing its tariff for transporting 
circuses and carnivals from 10 to 50 per 
cent and reducng the number of script or 
mileage books one-half, the Southern 
Railway has adopted an attitute toward 
outdoor amusements that promises to all 
but kill its former highly remunerative 
revenue from this class of trade. Circus 
and carnival agents, quick to sense the 
unfair method, have almost without ex- 
ception thrown their business to other 
railroads whenever they can reach a city 
or town over another line. 

Up until the Werld War very few rail- 
Toads had the same rates for transporting 


circuses and carnivals. When the roads 
came under government control several 
prominent rail and tariff officials met 
and after an exhaustive study compiled 
a table on which the circus rate was 
based. When the railroads passed back 
into private control practically all roads 
retained the tariff on which they based 
their rates for transporting private show 
equipment. 

There has been in recent years a 
marked change in the attitude of rail 
officials, especially on the large trunk line 
railroads, towards circuses. While not

Actors Who Suffered in Florida Storm 
Received No Benefit From Relief Fund 


Notwithstanding the fact that the thea- 
ter and show world helped to raise per- 
haps the greatest part of the money 
collected for the relief of those who 
suffered in the recent Florida storm, 
members of the profession who were 
caught and suffered losses in the hur- 
ricane have failed to receive any benefit 
from the relief funds. 

Following several complaints received 
from actors in the hurricane area, The 
Billboard made inquiries and learned that 
showfolk in general apparently had been 
overlooked in the rescue work 

Among the first to send a query in 
this respect was Edna Park, of the Edna 
Park Associate Players, who lost about 
$5,000 when the Park Theater in Miami 
was almost completely destroyed. Miss 
Park's wire was sent September 29 and 
read, in part: 

“Will you wire information regarding 
benefits and money raised in profession 
for sufferers and to whom checks were 
sent. Miami Relief Fund seems to know 
nothing about theater donations. Needy 
actors of Miami should derive some 
benefits. Am sure profession will request 


this, as many performers have lost every- 
thing and need help. Your co-operation 
will be appreciated.” 

Even as late as las¢ week reports were 
received by The Billboard about the 
neglect to look after destitute theatrical 
people in Florida. G. H. MeSparron, 
president of the MecSparron & Battiato 
Booking Offices, of Miami, wrote, in part: 

“T know that several shows, circuses, 
theaters and show people in general have 
donated thru benefits, remittances, etce., 
and IT know that the money has been sent 
to Florida, to either the General Fund or 
the Red Cross. However, I want to make 
clear that up to date the performer has 
had no help whatever except that given 
him by the Elks of Miami. I do believe 
it a wonderful thing for the show people 
at large to do what they did to he!p the 
storm sufferers, but I also believe that in 
such cases a certain amount should be 
set aside for the show people who are in 
the same distress. I have not heard of 
an act either here or in other parts hav- 
ing been properly taken care of, even with 
the funds donated by various shows for 
relief purposes.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.—Eight- 
een Japanese actors of the classical 
school arrived here this week for a 
tour, Jitsu Kawa Enjiuro, leading 
man, and Nakayama Emiko, his wife 
and leading woman, head the troupe, 
coming from Osaka.

“Broadway” Gets 
$31,500 in Week 


Outstanding Hit of Season Grosses 
Record Figure — “Specs” 
Asking $15 for Seats 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—For the nine 
performances given last week of Broad- 
way, at the Broadhurst Theater, the gross 
receipts reached $31,500, a record in the- 
atrical history for a dramatic production. 
This outstanding hit. produced by Jed 
Harris, a former Billboard reporter, has 
been enjoying a weekly gross of approxi- 
mately $27,500 since it opened a few 
weeks ago, and the extra matinee, plus 
holiday evening prices on Columbus Day, 
made history. 

The nearest dramatic gross to Brouad- 
way is doing an average of about $10,000 
less per week, while the leading musical 
comedy, with tremendous overhead, is 
doing the same amount above that of 
Broadway. 

Legitimate theater-ticket agencies de- 
clare that never before to their knowl- 
edge has there been such a consistent 
demand for seats at any time and 
price. Seats are now selling six weeks in 
advance and, according to the prices be- 
ing asked by speculators and agents, who 
have sold tickets from $15 down to 50 
cents above the box-office seale, the public 
paid a total of $50,000 or more to see 
the show last week. 

“The demand,” said one ticket agency 
head, “is beyond a reasonable eupply and 
continues so for every performance. This 
is very unusual, even for a hit.”

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Court Affirms Decision 
In Theater Injury Case 


Judge Confirms Award of Damages to Patron Who Fell While 


Leaving House---Opinion 


Explains Requirements of 


Reasonable Precaution by Theater Owners 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 16.—Reports received in Washington state that a 
motion for a new trial recently was filed by the appellant in the case of the Cen- 
tral Amusement Company vs. Van Nostran, pending in the Court of Appeals at 
Tndiana, which case was appealed from the Superior Court of Marion County, Ind., 
by the theater from a verdict of $750 awarded by the jury in the lower court 


against it on account of alleged injury 
received by the plaintiff, due to falling in 
the aisle of a darkened part of the Lyric 
Theater some months ago. The Court of 
Appeals of Indiana affirmed the decision 
in the Marion County Court. Judge C. J. 
Nichols, in his opinion of affirmation, 
stated, in part, as follows: 

“Appellee in her complaint charges 
negligence in having the seats in the rear 
of the Lyric Theater placed upon a floor 
or platform several inches higher than 
the aisle, thru which the seats were 
reached, and in having the place insuf- 
ficiently lighted without any warning of 
danger. It is alleged that appellee, in 
leaving a seat in the rear of the theater, 
fell off the ‘stepoff’ and into the aisle with 
such force that her left arm was broken 
at the wrist. There was an answer in 
general denial, a trial by jury, and a 
general verdict in favor of appellee, 
awarding her damages in the sum of 
$750. 

“Appellee’s motion for a new trial was 
overruled and judgment was rendered on 
the verdict in favor of appellee. The 
error relied on for reversal is that the 
court erred in overruling appellan’t mo- 
tion for a new trial.- Appellant’s first 
contention is that the verdict of the jury 
is not sustained by sufficient evidence. 

“It is undisputed that there was a 
‘stepoff? at the place where appellee fell, 
and that the last two rows of seats were 
on a platform back of the ‘stepoff’. The 
aisle slanted up to where the platform 
was, which was three or four inches 
above the slanting floor. The ushers had 
gone home and there was no cne to warn 
of danger. Appellee and her companion 
occupied seats in the second row from the 
rear, which would be the front row on the 
platform. A marble barrier back of the 
seat threw the last two rows in a shadow. 
During vaudeville performances the lights 
were turned out, and there was no warn- 
ing of the presence of danger. Appellee 
never sat in that part of the theater be- 
fore, and did not notice the ‘stepoff’ as 
she went in. Appellee started to leave 
the theater during the time of the per- 
formance, and because of the darkness 
and the want of warning of danger she 
fell off as she stepped from the platform 
into the aisle and was injured. With 
such evidence before it, it was for the jury 
to say whether appellee’s injuries were 
the result of appellant’s negligence, and 
whether she was guilty of contributory 
negligence. 

“Appellant next contends that there is 
no evidence whatever that appellee was in 
appellant’s theater by invitation, express 
or implied; nor that she had paid any ad- 
mission fee, nor that the theater was at 
the time being operated for reward or 
profit, reasoning therefrom that appellee 
Was a mere licensee, and that she enjoyed 
the license subject to its attendant risk. 
But we are not impressed with this 
contention. Appellant’s place is a theater 
which is defined as specifically used for 
the purpose of dramatic or operatic 
presentations, plays, or performances for 
admission to which money is received. 
Tt, with other theaters, was owned and 
controlled by appellant, with a manager 
in charge, whose business it was to check 
up on the cashiers. Appellee went to the 
theater for the purpose for which it was 
operated, was allowed to enter and occu- 
pied a seat during a regular performance 
From these facts and in absence of any 
evidence to the contrary, the jury might 

nably infer that appellee was in the 
theater for the mutual advantage of her- 

If and appellant Where there is no 
evidence to the contrary, very slight evi- 
dence is sufficient to sustain a fact. It 
was not reversible error for the court to 
permit evidence of other persons falling 
from the same ‘stepoff’ before the time of 
the accident here involved, it appearing

Try To Stop Money Gift to Of- 
ficial Who Negotiated New 
Wage Scale 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—A final hearing 
of the Supreme Court action brought by 
Joseph Kalban, member of the Motion 
Picture Machine Operators’ Union, Local 
No. 306, and others, to restrain this local 
from paying Samuel Kaplan, president, 
the sum of $10,000 for having been suc- 
cessful in negotiating this year’s wave 
seale, and for the appointment of re- 
ceivers to investigate the funds of the 
local, will be held Wednesday before Jus- 
tice Dunne. 

The case is novel and unprecedented 
in the history of the union. Kalban and 
others, resenting the payment of $10,900 
to Kaplan, altho some sum or gift is 
usually given local officials in negotiating 
wage scales by almost every local in the 
United States and Canada, caused the 
action to be brought by himself and a 
minority of the members of the union. 

At a hearing Thursday, according to 
Kaplan, the attorneys for Kaplan agreed 
to withdraw litigation pending the final 
hearing. That the funds of the local were 
large enough for its solvency and that 
there had been no misappropriation of 
dues was explained to the satisfaction 
of the court at this hearing, Kaplan 
stated. 

The supporting affidavit in the action 
is made by Harry Brun, another member 
of the local It is directed against Kap- 
lan, Max Feinberg, the treasurer; David 
Ingel, financial secretary, and Frank 
Day, recording secretary. Brun declares 
the union voted the sum of $5,500 to Kap- 
lan over the protest of the minority and 
later Increased the amount. 

At the office of the International Alli- 
ance of Theatrical Stage Employees and 
Moving Picture Machine Operators it was 
said the case concerns the local union 
onty, and it has the power to vote what- 
ever amount or gift it wants for negoti- 
ating wage scales without obtaining the 
approval of the parent union.

This is the second time Hart’s applica- 
tion has been so treated and was filed 
about the same time he brought suit 
under the Sherman Anti-Trust law three 
years ago. However, the dismissal by 
the commission does not affect the inter- 
state commerce angle of the suit which 
is now being decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

Hart appealed from the adverse de- 
cision of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals which upheld the dismissal 
of the complaint of the (lower) United 
Briefs were filed 
with the Washington body on October 4. 
This decision, when rendered, will merely 
define whether or not the erstwhile 
K.-A. agent has cause for action under 
the Sherman act. 

The communication to K.-A. is from the 
secretary of the commission, Otis B. 
Johnson, and reads as follows: 

“With reference to an application for 
complaint lodged with this commission 
with respect to certain practices alleged 
to have been followed by your firm, I am 
now writing to inform you that the com- 
mission has dismissed the application, 
being of the opinion that the facts 
developed did not call for the exercise of 
the remedial powers granted by law to 
this commission.”

500th Road Show 
Starts Pan. Tour 


Circuit Which Started Plan in 
1917 Found It Highly 
Successful 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Next week at 
the Newark Theater, Newark, first stop 
on the Pantages tour, marks the open- 
ing of the 500th road show on this cir- 
cuit, which has found the plan of playing 
bills intact the most practical in the 
routing of vaudeville Alexander Pan- 
tages, head of the circuit, is stronger to- 
day for the road-show plan, now in use 
on other circuits, than he ever was. 

The first road show over the Pan. Cir- 
cuit Was sent out in 1917. Bob Burns 
who, with Ed G. Milne, represents Pan- 
tages in New York, was in Seatle at the 
time installing the first press department 
and made the suggestion to Pantages to 
number each of the road combinations so 
that a full and complete record might be 
kept. This has been done. The file, which 
is most comprehensive and includes the 
names of every act in each road show, 
the changes that were made, if any; the 
music plots, property and electrician 
plots, the cities the shows played, etc., 
was started in Chicago, but is now kept 
in Los Angeles, New York and Seattle 
to guide in the booking and building of 
the shows. Every act that‘ has played 
in road shows on the circuit is indexed, 
so that at a minute’s notice it can be 
learned in which shows the acts have 
played. 

Some acts, filling in at Newark because 
of disappointment or other reasons, are 
dropped after this date and another act 
joins the show at Niagara Falls or To- 
ronto. <A record is kept also of these 
changes. 

The 500th road show ineludes Dante, 
the magician: the Cartellas, foreign act 
making its first appearance in America; 
Alvin’s Musical Wizards; Paul, Erminie 
and Brice, and Emily Darrell. 

Tt is Burns’ contention that the time 
is not far off when all circuits will route 
their vaudeville acts in road-shape form. 
The performers become acquainted with 
each other after a week or two, are more 
inclined to co-operate for the good of the 
show and work with fewer hitches, with 
the result the road shows are much 
smoother than the average bill of acts 

The Orpheum Circuft has followed 
Pantages in routing road shows and so 
has the Loew Cireuit. Both are finding 
the plan highly satisfactory and prac- 
tical.

Lu- 
cille Ballantine is pretty and has a fig- 
ure which adds to the charm of her tal- 
ents, even if she does go almost to the 
extreme. Costuming is elaborate and 
the music incidental to the dancing de- 
serves special mention. 

Nick Lucas, the crooning troubadour, 
played his guitar and sang songs which 
were received with wholesome applause, 
and after singing a few of his old 
favorites he closed with a new one of 
his own, When Youre Lonely. The pop- 
ular, sweet-voiced boy nearly stopped 
the show. 

Jack Norworth and Dorothy Adelphi, 
in a comedy sketch. The Nagger, went 
over with all the enthusiasm of the au- 
dience aroused. It is domestic comedy 
at its best. All the laughs possible are 
crowded into the skit. Dorothy Adelphi 
is an important part in the proceedings. 

Eddie Leonard again demonstrates 
his wonderful showmanship by his pro- 
duction, Our Singing Minstrels. Twenty 
instrumentalists, who sing well, play 
with a dash and spirit that must be in- 
spired by Eddie himself. He has a bunch 
of eccentric dancers that are the swiftest 
of the swift. Eddie does his soft-shoe 
prancing and dancing and his delightful 
singing with all the charm that makes 
him one of the outstanding figures in 
vaudeville. 

Ella Shields, in her studies of male 
characters, is a refined entertainer with 
an act that may be declared exquisite. 
That she is entitled to be termed ‘“‘Lon- 
don’s Ideal of Ideals” no one who hears 
her will dispute. H. Lazarus presided 
at the piano and his solo created a de- 
sire for more. 

Yorke and King return with “The Old 
Family Tin-Type”, and repeated the 
success that has been theirs on former 
appearances in this town. This pair 
went along with their laugh-provoking 
stuff until they stopped the show. The 
act is a knockout. 

Rae Samuels, with a lime of smart 
songs, maintained her reputation as one

Frank Silver and his orchestra closed 
the first half of the bill. 


Silver leads his 10 jazzists thru a 
good repertoire of musical numbers. The 
pianist is a good songster and the 


drummer furnishes the fun. Two of the 
musicians also do a good double dance 
specialty, while one of the  cornetists 
renders a tune on his trumpet, at the 
same time producing bubbles in a water 


pitcher, which makes a dandy novelty. 
Jeanie is a cute, tiny tot and js cer- 
tainly a comer. The mite chi'd has 


wonderful control of her voice and _ is 
just about the best dancer for her age 
and size we have ever had the pleasure 
to watch perform. 


Bert Lahr, Harry and Harriet See- 
bach and Mercedes appear in this spot, 
also in a very spicy skit too risque to 
be relishable in fact. Blossom Seeley 
with Benny Fields, sang and crooned 
Red, Red Robin Comes Bobbin’ Along, 
The Call of the South, Breezing Along 
With the Breeze, How Could Red Riding 
Hood Be So Very Good, Pretty Spanish 
Shawl, My Indian Squaw, Roundabout 
Way Back to Heaven and Black Bottom. 
They were a profound hit and obliged 
with a short talk in which Miss Seeley, 
however, made a rank grammatical error 
when expressing her gratitude by saying 
“Bennie and I” several times. Charles 
Bourne and Phil Ellis are still accom- 
panying on the piano. 


Ed and May Ernie appeared 
closing spot, altho “Mister Jones” 
programed.

Sandy Lang and Company in A Skat- 
ing Classic, which not only presents the 
most difficult feats possible on roller 
skates, but offers them artistically, is in- 
troduced by a trailer which sets forth 
convincingly facts which skaters should 
emphasize to an audience. The act con- 
sists of Sandy Lang, Eleanor (Babe) 
Bunting and Esmeralda Sisters. 

The Mason-Dixon Trio, three men, sing 
and make fun and score strongest in The 
Moonlight and Roses Blues and The 
Farmer, topically excellent. 

The Wedding Ring, with Frank Ford, 
Dorothy Ricketts and Al Boasberg, is a 
novel skit in which wedded life is com- 
pared to matrimony in a satirical way, 
which was well presented and liked 

Lydia Harris returned without the head- 
line honors given her the first time, and 
in more modest position scored a greater 
success. She sang Red, Red Rohin, So’s 
Your Old Lady and The Big Parade. 

Creedon and Davis, in I Could Smash 
You, have a vehicle as absurd as their 
billing. The lady is attractive and sings 
nicely. The man sings but lacks qualifi- 
cations as a comedian further than a fat- 
ness which he emphasizes by falling 
down every little while. 

The Variety Pioneers, who include 
Annie Hart, Lombard Brothers, Sam 
Johnson and Lew Tracy, sing and dance 
splendidly for their advanced ages and 
convey an idea of vaudeville of years ago 
which is interesting. 

Harry Gordon and Maddy Groff did 
fairly well with A Recital Classique, 
though Miss Groff is really better as a 
singer than he is as a comic. 

The Ten China Rosebuds, a gir! jazz 
band and dancer, formerly known under 
another name, is Chinese only in setting 
and costumes, for no attempt is made to 
deceive the audience further. When the 
girls sing it is in English and their big 
number is The Evolution of Dirie, which 
will identify the act to those who have 
seen it before. A brass quartet is a fea- 
ture.

Steppe and Knowles, former bur- 
lesquers, ran 15 minutes or more, spring- 
ing a “wow” every minute. The duo 
make hokum a fine art and worth while 
listening to. Steppe’s familiar Brazilian 
nut bit hit the high spot in laughs. 

Karavaeff and Company, the latter four 
graceful and lithe misses who do some 
good ballet, toe work and _ ensemble 
dances, follow. Karavaeff got a fine 
hand on his dance specialties involving 
difficult eccentric steps. The violin num. 
ber by one of the girls was equally as 
entertaining as the stepping. 

More and Powell, in Spooning and Bal- 
looning, are a pleasing pair in a pleasing 
vehicle. Their grotesque attire and fa- 
cial grimaces bring a laugh on their en- 
trance. Their musical accomplishments 
on the banjo and mandolin are of the 
highest order. They use a couple of bal-

loons, an empty bottle and a jug in 
bringing forth musical sounds that 
pleased the audience mightily.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—From all accounts 
this is going to be a Russian season In 
legitimate, The Moscow Hebrew Art 
Theater opens October 1 at the Nollen- 
dorfplatz Theater in Dybbuk, this being 
its first appearance in Germany. Anna 
Vavlowa with her company will dance at 
the Theater des Westens in December and 
January, and Tamara Karsavina a little 
earlier at another theater here. Chaliapin 
comes to the State Opera, and Serge 
Diagheleff’s Ballet is expected here in 
January. The Scala has Vera Trefilowa 
booked for November, and shortly after 
Christmas Germanowa with her troupe 
will appear for the first time outside of 
Russia in one of Max Reinhardt’s thea- 
ters. In February we are to get Meyer- 
holdt and Tairoff, probably at the 
Deutsches Theater. . 

In the movies also Berlin is beginning 
to feel the Soviet activity. Seventy new 
Russian films have been finished this 
year, and about as many are in the mak- 
ing. This creative progress has been of 
extreme interest to Germany since the 
success of the Potemkin film. A number 
of the new films include the story of the 
peasant rising, another film deals with 
Ivan the Terrible and his reign. The 
Year 1905 is a revolutionary propaganda 
film, and The Ninth of January is a story 
of the people’s demonstration outside the 
Winter Palace and the Cossack attack 
that led to the 1905 revolution. There are 
also a Pushkin and Nicolai the First 
film, Rasputin’s Plot, Wrangel, and The 
End of Kaltschack deals with the days 
of civil war when the World’s War was 
ended. 

Not since the days of Variety and The 
Waltz Dream has the UFA_ brought 
out such a success as The Man in the 
Fire, shown this week at the Palace am 
Zoo, a Waschneck production featuring 
Rittner and Helga Thomas, otherwise a 
propaganda film for the fire brigade and 
for the Scala, but excellently done and 
doubtless one of the very best. 

The concert roster for the current 
month contains the names of a number 
of American singers. Madame Julia Cvlp 
was a sensation at the renovated Bech- 
stein Hall, with a veritable gathering of 
the clans. Eva Gauthier has also been 
giving concerts at the Bechstein Hall, 
while Dusolina Giannini, young American 
singer of Italian parentage, is back at 
the Philharmonic, and will later appear 
at the State Opera. George Meader, tenor 
of the Metropolitan Opera, has been a 
tremendous success at the Bluethner Saal. 

Dr. Karl Muck, former conductor of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, has been 
made an honorary citizen of Bayreuth 
and awarded a gold medal. The occasion 
for the honor was the 50th anniversary 
of the Bayreuth festival plays. Dr. Muck 
is regarded as one of the greatest Wag- 
nerian’ interpreters. Bayreuth further 
observed the anniversary by depositing 
wreaths at the tombs of Richard Wagner, 
Franz Liszt and Hans Richter, besides 
sending flowers to Frau Cosima Wagner, 
widow of the composer. She will be 89 
in December. Otherwise, Bayreuth is 
no longer the authority it used to be 
as tothe manner of presenting Wagnerian 
dramas. During 10 years of inactiv: ty 
modern theaters have quite outdistanced 
this seat of Wagnerian learning in the 
perfection of rendering. 

Max Reinhardt’s next production in 
the Deutsches Theater will be Peripherie, 
a work of the Czecho dramatist, Frantisek 
Langer. Herman Thimig takes a leading 
part. 

In view of the meager success of some 
of the latest revues, Max Reinhardt, in 
conjunction with Fritzi Massary and 
her husband, Max Pallenberg, has 
decided to abandon the idea of presenting 
a revue at the Komoedie on Kurfuersten- 
damm in December next. Instead, Fritzi 
Massary will appear under Saltenbureg’s 
direction at the Deutsches Kuenstler 
Theater in Oscar Straus’ latest operetta, 
The Queen,

Miss Harte shines brilliantly in the 
numbers of the ballad genre and even in 
faster moving duo selections holds her 
spot capably. The team’s medley of pop. 
bits—in which frequent changes of pitch 
have to be made—puts their singing 
ability to a strenuous test, and, when 
reviewed, the pair came thru with flying 
colors. 

Special songs slipped into the weak 
spots of this act, in conjunction with a 
bit of improvised dancing, will place it 
on a higher footing. As is, however, it 
should do well for the time it is playing.

Miss White has the edge on a legion 
of ingenues in looks and her singing and 
stepping are also far above the ordinary. 
The routine of this vehicle comprises in- 
dividual and double song and dance bits 
by Miss White and Carl Fisher, a chap 
referred to in the programs as the pos- 
sessor of a “million-dollar smile”. The 
boy’s smile might not get the asked price 
on the face-lifting exchange but of his 
stepping ability there is little doubt. This 
pair of talented artistes are accompanied 
by two chaps on the mandolin, a vio- 
linist who knows his stuff and Jack 
Howe, “king of the kazoo’’.. Howe uses 
a specially constructed kazoo to produce 
the weirdest sort of harmoninous human- 
like sounds and prevents the proceedings 
from becoming monotonous by gutteral 
cries that synchronize perfectly with the 
music produced by his colleagues. 

The mandolin boys give two consecu- 
tive numbers, one of these enhanced by 
the raising of a curtain in the back drop 
inset for a view of Miss White attired 
and posing as the familiar reproduction 
of Whistler's portrait of his mother. A 
Russian number offered by Miss White 
was heartily received. Her hock steps 
are truly remarkable and with this 
mastery of the Slavic “Kazatzki” the girl 
can easily be billed as a Russian native— 
and get away with it. 

Miss White and Fisher are also seen in 
a rube comedy dance and in this bit the 
girl manages to be funny without sacrific- 
ing any of her feminine charm. The few 
ensemble bits offered by the instru- 
mentalists while the featured dance pair 
are taking breathing spells are worthy 
of favorable comment. This act is prob- 
ably on its way to the big time. If it 
is not, it should be.

Howard and Bennett

Alice May Howard and Sophia Bennett 
are modestly billed as dispensers of 
feminine harmony, but they give to 
their vocal routine a touch of charm that 
if consistent will never fail to impress 
audiences on the time they are playing. 
There is little superfluous gesture or 
verbal byplay in this act, the entertain- 
ment offered being unadulterated har- 
monizing. Each of the girls has her 
chance in a single and both show up ex- 
ceedingly well in their individual numbers. 
The remainder of the routine, duetization 
of comedy and straight songs, leaves lit- 
tle to be improved. 

The soprano is more vivacious, but this 
Seems to be a pose rather than a natural 
attribute. The second half of the team 
foes thru the routine on straight singing 
merit, but despite the absence of coquetry 
does not for a moment suggest the atti- 
tude of shyness or poor stage presence. 
The girls have made major changes in 
their act since 1924, and these, judging 
from the great hand they received, when 
reviewed, were .for the better.

—Balancing and juggling novelty. Set- 
ting—In two, special. Time—Six minutes. 

These two Australian chaps are es- 
sentially jugglers but “re painstaking in 
their efforts to show that they can guide 
the clubs thru the air while posing in 
difficult positions. They open with one 
balancing the other, the understander 
with his back to the floor and feet up- 
raised and neatly juggling the lithe body 
of the topmounter. The juggling bits 
are performed by both while the top- 
mounter is fixed solidly, first on the 
shoulders and then the head, of his 
partner. While locked in a see-saw floor 
pose the twain juggle six clubs with 
unerring precision. There follows the 
identical juggling bits performed while 
running and even while twisted into 
contortionist positions, the body of one 
interlocking the other. 

A good enough opener for the in- 
termediate time. A suggested improve- 
ment, however, is the staging of some 
particular bit in a mounting different 
from the rest. Audiences expect a high- 
light in an opener of this kind, and with 
the acrobatic and juggling talent dis- 
played by these boys their task to find 
one should not be difficult.

This “Laughterpiece Revue” was pro- 
duced by Jean Bedini for use on the Or- 
pheum Circuit and it is now making 
a swing of the Eastern houses for Keith- 
Albee. The revue, which has much come- 
dy, is done by the acts appearing on the 
same bill and traveling as a unit. They 
are Irene Ricardo, Eddie Vogt and Frank 
Hurst, Joe Melino, the Di Gatanos (two 
girls and a man), May Myers, Bunny B., 
Jean Bedini and the Six Hello Girls. 
The chorus appears only in the revue. 
Thus there are three different acts in 
addition to Bedini and his comedian, 
Melino, who works in his juggling 
travesty. 

Bedini does much announcing thruout 
the afterpiece and even after it is 
finished. He takes part in one of the 
skits, that of an old “legerdemain” 
travesty, done with the aid of Melino 
and Vogt.

Radio Program Directors 


Did you ever hear about Vernon Dal- 
hart and Carson J. Robison? Well. if you 
didn’t, just take an earful of their be- 
Jated biographies. Dalhart is a phono- 
graph singer and the fellow who intro- 
duced and first recorded The Prisoner’s 
Song, ably assisted by Robison, better 
known as the Kansas Jaybird. Carson 
strums a guitar and writes most of the 
material these entertainers convert into 
records. They have another confederate, 
the cowboy fiddler. 

The trio started the hill-billy songs 
and recorded fon the various phonograph 
companies practically every song of that 
type for which there was a demand, in- 
cluding The Death of Flovd Collins, 
Mary Phagan, The Wreck of the Shenan- 
doah and others. 

Dalhart and Robison. in all probability, 
are the busiest recording artists in the 
business. Not infrequently they fill six 
recording dates in one day. And they 
record for every worth-while concern in 
the phonograph industry. The chances 
are they are better known than any 
other artist or combination now record- 
ing popular songs. Last spring they 
made four radio appearances and re- 
ceived approximately 1,500 letters each 
time from admirers. Scores of persons 
wrote to say they had from 10 to 40 
Dalhart-Robison records at home... Since 
then Dalhart and Robison have re- 
ceived a dozen offers to broadcast for 
commercial firms, but nobody has come 
thru with their price. 

“Maybe they think we’re not worth 
what we ask,” Dalhart remarked the 
other day. “Well, we're kept pretty busy 
making records, but we're willing to 
make a wager that we can put on a 30- 
minute radio program that no broadcast- 
ing director will be able to better or even 
equal within 30 days.” 


Tanz Climbs Musical Scale 


Irving Tanz draws his salary as band 
and orchestra manager for Ager, Yellen 
& Bornstein, popular music publishers. 
That’s the climax of his career to date. 
But let’s go back a few years—say 
three. The firm was just starting in 
business then with Sam, the Sheik of 
Alabam, and in the course of usual events 
discovered that it required the services 
of a good stenographer. Fate or chance 
sent Tanz to apply for the job and Ben 
Bornstein hired him. 

One day Bornstein discovered that 
Tanz was a wizard at detail work and 
assigned him to the professional depart- 
ment, and later placed him in charge of 
the slides. Tanz continued to climb until 
he copped the job of looking after out-of- 
town orchestras. After making good at 
that task he was appointed manager of 
the band and orchestra department and 
now drawing more than twice as much 
as he did when he started. All of which 
proves there is an opportunity for a live 
wire even in the popular song game. 


Song Wins Beggar’s Freedom 


James Williams, 30, a negro, homeless 
and almost blind, saved himself from be- 
ing sent to the hoosegow thru extracting 
melody from a battered tin can. Wil- 
liams was arrested on Fifth avenue, New 
York, for begging with a tin can and led 
before Magistrate Brodsky of the night 
court. 

“Judge,” Williams said, “I wasn’t beg- 
ging. I earn my living by playing that, 


liams that if he could wring a tune from 
the can he must be a new kind of a 
genius. To prove he was a genius and 
not a panhandler Williams raised the 
can to his lips, hummed thru one hole 
while he fingered the other like a 
cornetist, and gave an excellent imitation 
of an organ. His opening number was 
Nearer, My God, to Thee. Then for an 
encore he offered the first few bars of 
The Prisoner’s Song. 

“You've earned your liberty,” said the 
Court. 

Williams thanked the judge, refused to 
share the secret of his strange instrument 
with others in court and returned to his 
favorite stamping ground on Fifth avenue 
to give a midnight concert. 


Mills Takes Mocking Bird Song 


Jack Mills, Inc., has taken over from 
the Harold Dixon Music Company a 
novelty number entitled Mock the Mock- 
ing Bird. Dixon wrote and published the 
song and did sufficient missionary work 
on it to convince Mills it stands an ex- 
cellent chance of making the grade. 

Mills also has a nut number called 
When Banana Skins Are Falling, which 
he figures should go over. 
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Meskill Headed for Coast 


On, Columbus Day Jack Meskill was 
headed for Los Angeles via Broadway 
and West 42d street. He said he ex- 
pected to stop off at 46th street for 
the night and pull out on October 13 for 
the land of oranges, sunshine and earth- 
quakes. 

For several weeks Meskill had been 
broadcasting ‘his trip. but the only one 
to believe him was his girl friend. And 
while the skeptics grinned Meskill 
hustled around placing new songs and 
battling with publishens so he could 
garner the fare and the cost of other 
luxuries. Meskill finally placed with 
Irving Berlin, Inc., Sailing on the John 
Paul Jones, While We Waltz Good Night, 
You Left Me Nothing But Memories and 
Marriage; with Waterson, Berlin & 
Snyder, Sleep Piccaninny, and with 
Remick, With a Bob Like Yours. 

After extracting the advance royalty 
from the overwilling publishers, Meskill 
purchased Pullman tickets for Detroit, 
aiming to get other tickets at Detroit, 
and then showed some of the skeptics the 
proof of his trip. One fellow, on seeing 
the tickets in Meskill’s hand, said: ‘“‘Who’s 
going to make the dance arrangement ?” 


Chick Endor Refuses $1,000 


Times can’t be so hard on songwriters 
these days when Chick Endor calmly and 
nonchalantly turns up his nose at an offer 
of $1,000 advance royalty for a song 
called Will You Think of Me? Chick says 
he not only turned it down, but that he 
can prove it, or Fred Steele, who has ac- 
quired the publishing rights, says Chick 
can. 

Endor, it appears, tried the song out 
and then began to dicker with a certain 
prominent publisher. Endor and his col- 
laborator, Ed Ward, felt they were en- 
titled to $2,000 advance and refused 
$1,000. ’ 

“If we can’t get $2,000 advance,” Endor 
told Steele, who recently opened a pub- 
lishing house with Billy Heagney, “we'll 
let you have the song without a nickel 
advance.” 


Hplzman’s Number for Revival 


For several years Abe Holzman, band 
and orchestra manager for Remick & 
Company, maintained that a _ six-eight 
number could be used for dance the same 
as a fox-trot. Musicians and other music 
men used to ridicule Abe's contention, 
but since Valencia became such an 
epidemic these same fellows have backed 
water and admit Abe knew what he was 
gassing about. 

Now Holzman is taking The Spirit of 
Independence, a six-eight march he wrote 
10 years ago, and is adding saxophone 
and banjo parts. Furthermore, he in- 
tends to revive the number and hundreds 
of his tooting friends are waiting eagerly 
to get their hands on copies of the new 
orchestrations. They vow they will make 
it as popular as Valencia was, is or ever 
will be. Remick pWblishes The Spirit of 
Independence. 


Old Ballad Coming to Life 


You probably recall the saying that no 
sane man ever tries to stop lightning 
twice in the same place. Well, listen to 
this one. Back in 1919 Bill Haskins and 
Joe Denton, operating under the name of 
Denton & Haskins Music Company, took 
over the catalog owned by the late Meyer 
Cohen. 

They puttered around for three years 
with several of the numbers, and just 
when they were about to pass the lot up 
as worthless, one song, Somebody Stole 
My Gal, suddenly stepped out and be- 
came a hit. Now the same thing is hap- 
pening with another number called That’s 
What God Made Mothers For. It has 
suddenly come to life after lying dormant 
for seven years and is beginning to sell 
in all parts of the country. If you don't 
believe it, ask any jobber of sheet music 
or dance orchestrations. And the radio 
did it, ably assisted by B. A. Rolfe and 
his wonderful orchestra.

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Bob King—Composer 


OB KING, composer of the music for Beautiful Ohio, Peter Pan and 

a score of other popular hits, was born in New York City in 1861, 

and is the oldest active song writer in the business. 
studied piano for a year—two lessons weekly at 50 cents each. 
age of 14 he went to work as errand boy in Charles Ditson's music house 
at $4a week. A year later he wrote a piano piece, which Ditson published. 

King remained with Ditson 22 years 
and composed numerous songs and _ in- 
strumental numbers for the firm, includ- 
ing the hits America’s Fair Women and 
Venetian Moonlight. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War, King quit Ditson

and turned his talent to writing popular 
songs. He cast his lot with the firm of 
Feist & Frankenthaler, then new in the 
business, and stayed with it for a number 
of years, producing such hits as Anona, 
Beyond the Gates of Paradise, Karama, 
Golden Rod and My Lady’s Eves. King 
also wrote many pieces for piano solos, 
It was nothing unusual for him to write 
four new tunes in one day, accomplishing 
the feat without the aid of any musical 
instrument. 

Fifteen years ago Bob King signed 
a contract to write exclusively for 
Shapiro, Bernstein & Company, Inc. He 
also had a separate agreement with the 
firm to write two simple love ballads each 
month as counter srilers.

The Thespian and the Rotarian 


Charles K. Champlin, widely known 
actor-manager of the Champlin Stock 
Company, received a lengthy and favor- 
able mention in the form of an editorial, 
headed “The Thespian and the Rotarian”, 
which appeared in The Plattsburg 
(CN. Y.) Daily Press under date of Oc- 
tober 7. The editorial, which dealt with 
Mr. Champlin’s talk on “Selfishness and 
yenerosity”, which he made before the 
Plattsburg Rotarians Wednesday after- 
noon, October 6, read as follows: 

“Said a man on the street yesterday 
afternoon, ‘Did you hear that address at 
the Rotary dinner today? One of the best 
things I ever heard.’ That was the ver- 
dict of all who heard Charles K. Champ- 
lin, actor-manager, in his talk on ‘Self- 
ishness and Generosity’ before Platts- 
burg Rotarians at the Witherill Hotel 
yesterday. 

“Just why anyone should find it a mat- 
ter of surprise that an actor could meet 
the Rotarians on their own ground and 
propound a few new angles on familiar 
topics is not so easily understood at this 
late date. This is not meant to imply 
that every actor who comes along has 
town boosting’, ‘community uplift’ and 
all the little amenities which make life 
in the ‘wide-open spaces’ a joy to those 
who are trained in making the best of 
things. It does mean that there are 
actors who keep fully abreast of the times 
on all worth-while topics of general in- 
terest. 

“The time has passed when a man 
who makes his living as an entertainer 
is regarded solely as a ‘playboy’ to whom 
the fable of ‘the grasshopper and the ant’ 
is particularly apropos. Take Mr. 
Champlin’s case, for instance. This gen- 
tleman has been touring the country for 
a quarter of a century or so as manager 
of his own company. Not only that, he 
is a successful manager, and if anyone 
thinks the conducting of a _ repertoire 
company up and down the length and 
breadth of this land, paying salaries and 
making a dollar and a reputation for 
himself is a joke, he might try it. There 
are men who have made good as railroad 
presidents who might find themselves some- 
what puzzled in trying to figure out how 
he was going to make both ends meet in 
good weather and bad, flush times and 
lean in the show business. 


“This business of making a success of 
a repertoire company in ‘the sticks’, as 
all that area which lies north, west and 
south of Broadway is called, is about the 
last thing a man who is trying to avoid 


work should embark in. A great many 
fairly clever men have tried it, but no 
one knows where they are now. Mr. 
Champlin is one of the few repertoire 
managers who have been able to give 
battle to the movie octopus. This is in 
itself no mean achievement. It is one 
which requires skill, business acumen 
and a knowledge of what the people want. 


“When a man has ‘toted’ a repertoire 
company thru the land for 25 years we 
may give him credit for having brains 
without further ado, and when we invite 
him to talk we may make up our minds 
he has something to say. He must be 
observing or he is not likely to last two 
‘stands’ from the home town. He must 
know something about industrial condi- 
tions in the territory thru which he 
travels. He must know people—in fact, 
he must know so many things that the 
usual successful business man can get 
along without that it is easier to say 
what he must not know that what he 
must. When a man can walk out of a 
paint shop, for instance, and make the 
whole country his place of business we 
may assume that he has some ideas that 
will interest Rotarians or any others who 
have progress at heart. 


“The subject of Mr. Champlin’s address 
was, we understand, ‘Selfishness and Gen- 
erosity’. This gentleman belongs to a 
profession in which generosity is second 
nature. In fact, it is carried to such an 
extent by many professionals that it 
amounts to improvidence. However, take 
any great disaster, charity drive, what 
you will, and notice how quickly the the- 
atrical profession is called upon. To his 
credit it may be said the actor seldom 
waits to be called upon. Take the dis- 
aster in Southern Illinois last year. Take 
the Florida hurricane a few weeks ago, 
theatrical companies, many of them hav- 
ing all they could do to struggle along 
against opposition of every kind, circuses 
in some cases gave their whole day's re- 
ceipts to aid the sufferers. People who 
do such things spontaneously have char- 
ity in their heart, a charity such as those 
who live sheltered lives in their own home 
towns seldom know. Men and women 
whose days and nights are passed before 
the glare of the footlights or under the 
big top have generally gone thru enough 
to have real sympathy and practical 
charity. 

“A few such contacts as that which 
Mr. Champlin has established here can 
do much to wipe out the misunderstand- 
ing which has always seemed to exist

Frederic Pool Places His 
O. K. on Burlesque Shows 


Rev. Official 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16.—Rev. Fred- 
eric Poole, the local censor, has been sig 
nally successful in his handling of th: 
buslesque situation and the most cordia! 
relations exist between him and the man- 
agers. 

Recently the Rev. Poole said: “I am 
especially interested in the performanc«s 
of our burlesque houses. I recognize that 
the very nature of a burlesque audience 
often serves as an inducement to a bur- 
lesque show to venture to the extreme, 
and I invariably see the first performan 
with a view of getting a line on their 
lines and action, and wait until the end 
of the performance and then have an 
amicable chat with the principals regard- 
ing certain features which might be ob- 
viously improper. We have never yet 
had an argument and this I think is du: 
to the fact that the managers of th: 
houses as well as of the visiting com- 
panies realize that I am not antagonistic, 
but am really interested in their success 
and any suggestions are made in a friend- 
ly manner with the understanding that it 
is for their own good. The one gratify- 
ing feature of this work has been the 
hearty co-operation of the house man- 
agers and show managers and the readi- 
ness with which they accede to my re- 
quests. Of course, they realize that if 
for any cause I should give up this work 
it would again revert to the police de- 
partment, with possible harmful results 
I have found that the injection of the 
human element, together with a sane 
recognition of the rights of managers, and 
the fact that the theater is a leitimate 
business, has greatly helped me to bring 
about a cordial relationship with those 
concerned, so that while we have to work 
hard, some times in an effort to correct 
certain abuses and make a show pre- 
sentable, we have never, during my three 
years of directorship of this work, had 
to take drastic action and close a house, 
a course which would bring hardship to 
many hard-working members of a com- 
pany who might be in no way responsi- 
ble.” 

With this spirit of fair play and com- 
mon sense injected into the office of cen- 
sor, Philadelphia has been fortunate in 
having a minimum of trouble along these 
lines, especially since the managers and 
Dr. Poole are on the most cordial terms, 
and friction is non est, since the censor 
asks only what is right and the managers 
are striving to give just that. 

Credit for clean burlesque in Phil:- 
delphia should also be given to Mark 
Mason, for his caustic criticism of pro- 
ducers and principals responsible for the 
indecent shows of several seasons ago 
caused the officials of both circuits to is- 
sue mandates to clean up or clear out, and 
the Rev. Frederic Poole has seen that 
the offenders of the past cleared out or 
cleaned up sufficiently to warrant them 
staying.

Winters in songs and Amanda Randolph 
in her gossip scene. Phillips and Cassidy, 
two clean-cut, classy-clothed juveniles, 
put over a nifty dance par excellence. 
Sherman Dirkson led a singing ensemble 
and put over a single specialty effectively. 
The chorus of 8 boys ard 16 girls put 
pep plus personality aplenty into their 
every ensemble. 

Jim Vaughan and his band replaccd 
Hughey Shubert’s white orchestra in the 
pit during the first part and held the 
center of the stage as a cabaret orchestra 
during the second part with Jim Vaughan, 
musical director; Charles Saunders, J. A.

The Vaudeville Field 
In LONDON

LONDON, Oct. 6 —Charles Gulliver, 
who sailed with a merry party on the 
12th, including Henry Sherek, Albert De 
Courville and Nora Bayes, is on his way 
to look out for a show which will in some 
way give him a chance to compete with 
Rose-Marie and Sunny, which Gillespie 
has got for the Hippodrome. Maurice 
Cowan's Life, at the Palladium, is not 
up to standard and not even a good 
suburban show, let alone one that has 
to center for all London. Claruce Mayne 
is good, but she has not the personality 
to pull London and the provinces. George 
S. Melvin is an ace in his class, and 
Newell and Most are entirely wasted. 
Gulliver is also on the lookout for some 
vaudeville acts. The idea will be to give 
them four weeks’ certain, with the re- 
mainder of the eight weeks “penciled” in. 
A dancing team just over didn’t do so 
well as expected, and were offered $200 
to finish out the time. They refused. 
An act the other week at Holborn came in 
at $350. and now they are offered the 
usual $200. What we cannot work out 
is whose judgment first gets them at the 
high-price stuff and then puts the ax 
into the thing when they get here. 


Gillespie is pleased with his Sunny 
show, and rightly so. It’s a winner. All 
the profit will go to the Moss Empires 
and not to outside people like Clayton 
and Waller or Wylie and Tate. This 
will make for bigger dividends. Gillespie 
smiles when the trade press pans him for 
not playing vaudeville, and his returns 
from the Empire, Liverpool; Palace, Man- 
chester, and other places playing non- 
vaudeville shows support him in his 
laughs. 

Nora Bayes has not been so successful 
this season. Not that she has lost her 
talent, but because she has refused to 
give them what they wanted. The Queen 
of Rumania is on the same boat with the 
vaudevillians, so what'll Nora do for the 
royal suite? 

Albert De Courville is going to produce 
another show in New York. He's very 
keen on importing British girls for one 
of his attractions. De Courville was 
thinking they should be getting about 
$30 weekly, but that wouldn't be fair to 
the American girl. The V. A. F., we un- 
derstand, says their salaries shall at 
least be $40, for the reason that it would 
be unfair to the American girls that 
foreigners should be imported to take 
their work at their price. The idea is 
that if alien artistes are wanted, they 
should make the salary such as would 
justify giving the work to the alien for 
the money amount alone. 

Trene Franklin, at the Victoria Palace, 
made more than good. A big crowd 
nightly has enthused over her, and the 
“free list” as regards “pros.” has been 
more than fulsome. A slight discussion 
took place the other night as to whether 
a good deal of Irene’s success was not 
due to Jerry Jarnigan. 

Josh Alexandre, of the team—many 
years ago—of Alexandre and Hughes— 
has not yet fixed up any work since 
Harry Day fired him when the general 
strike happened in May last. Josh and 
Jennie Gregson were fired because Day 
would not listen or discuss the matter 
of a reduction in salary. Day said it had 
to be—and there you are. Josh had been 
with Day for about 10 years, and is not 
by any means hard up for money. 

Will Collinson opens on the Pan. Time, 
thru Lowenstein & Johnson, on November 

3, on another all-British week in To- 
ronto. Collinson is coming your way be- 
cause there’s not enough work of a re- 
munerative character here, and the offer 
made him by Stoll for their latest lauch- 
ing act—a very fine one—broke his heart. 

Gobert Belling, with his small circus, 
Says it’s cruel work now here in trying 
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to travel his animals. The excess for 
them is terrible, and he thinks he will 
have to chuck up his contracts, as it's 
financially impossible for him to pay his 
way. 

Jack Barty doesn’t seem to be enjoying 
himself since he quit running Our Liz. 
Fred Karno engaged him to star in a 
revival of Moses and Son, The show 
wasn’t a great success and the show came 
off. Now Jack has trouble with Karno, 
because Karno had engaged him for a 
minimum of 17 weeks, and there is a 
balance of 11 weeks not played. 

Of course we know all about the trouble 
with Paul Specht and our Ministry of 
Labor, but some managers here have 
curious ideas on these things. One revue 
manager calmly told the Ministry of 
Labor that he couldn’t produce a revue 
unless he imported a foreign concertina 
player, and when asked what salary he 
was going to pay this “essential key fac- 
tor”, said: “Thirty dollars.” No permit. 
Fifteen days later an inquiry came from 
Manchester by an agent to import the 
same man as a vaudeville act for $75. 
Now, in view of the fact that there are 
at present scores of good concertina acts 
available, this application was turned 
down also. Britain is not against foreign 
acts, but it wants acts which it hasn't 
got or which in its own line can teach 
our people something. 

Can overbilling hurt an act? We think 
so. The Houston Sisters have just played 
their first engagement at the Hippodrome, 
Portsmouth, and they were billed like a 
circus. The auditors tried to size them 
up according to their billing, and it made 
them expect the phenomenal.

France Does Not Like “Beau 
Geste”” and “Big Parade’’--- 
Asks Consul To Act 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18. — Thd French 
Consul General here refuses to indicate 
what action, if any, he will take on the 
complaint from France against Beau 
Geste and The Big Parade, finding fault 
particularly with the method Paramount 
is using to advertise Beau Geste by hav- 
ing men parade in front of the theater 


costumed as members of the French 
Foreign Legion. The men advertising 
the picture are wearing unauthorized 


decorations, according to the complaint 
from France, said to have been inspired 
by French citizens here who saw the 
film. 

The Big Parade is included with Beas 
Geste as being a picture in which an in- 
sult is hurled at French people and 
French arms. Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer of- 
ficials declare this is the first complaint 
against The Big Parude excepting the 
“nan” it received in London from a few 
papers, 

The men parading in front of the 
Criterion Theater, where Beau Geste is 
playing, saw service in France in the A. 
FE. F., but never served in the French

Since taking over * present Equity 
headquarters at 45 West 47th street 
there has been, unt very recently, a 
first mortgage of $453,000, held by the 
Bank of Savings. On this mortgage the 
association has been paying interest at 
the rate of 514 per cent per annum. 

Then Paul N. Turner, Equity’s counsel, 
considering the assets of the association. 
noticed that they included $20,000 in 
Liberty Bonds, from which the associa- 
tion was receiving at current prices 
rather less than 4 per cent in interest. 
Putting the two together and adding 
enough cash to make up the difference, 
the council authorized the sale of the 
bonds and the paying off of the mortgage. 

There still remains a second mortgage 
of $38,000, which, however, is not due 
until 1930, by which time there is every 
reason to believe that Equity will be able 
to take that up, too. 

And then, fellow members, the prop- 
erty will be all yours, free and clear, 
which will be a grand and glorious feel- 
ing to experience.

While he 
was deeply torched at the devotion of 
these members to their association, Mr. 
Gillmore felt that the council would not 
permit any such solicitation. 3ut there 
are other members who may think well 
of the idea. 


Mr. Gillmore Stirs Up the Voters 

Believing that every citizen should vote 
at least once, the executive secretary 
made a tour of Equity headquarters last 
week, reminding each employee that 
registration must be effected within the 
prescribed time limits, and offering addi- 
tional time for registration if their offi- 
cial duties apparently made it imprac- 
tical. 


The Line Dividing Vice and Viciousness 

The actions of these vice commissions 
fill us with a great many emotions, of 
which admiration is not one. Newark, N. 
J.. for instance, has stirred these emo- 
tions to life again. 

In Newark there appeared not so long 
ago The Green Hat. 

The playgoers of Newark must be un- 
usually susceptible to suggestion, for 
when it was billed to play there its man- 
agement was notified that some of its 
lines would have to stay in New York. 
Protests failing, the management acceded 
and Newark remained about as pure 
when The Green Hat moved on as it had 
been on its arrival. 

That proved, if there had been any need 
of proof, that the vice commission was in- 
terested in vice as it saw the monster. 
But how about the viciousness of allow- 
ing vaudeville actors to appear in four or 
five performances daily—and Sunday; or 
of legitimate actors playing in stock in 
that city laboring thru a round of weeks 
on end with no days off? The members 
of the vice commission are apparently 
not interested in that. 

Such is selfishness that we, ourselves, 
give only the faintest of damns over a 
risque line or two, while we wax indig- 
nant over the viciousness of a system 
which means that our brothers and sis- 
ters of the profession are being worked 
to death. 

Legacy Awaits Florence Hanover 

From the office of Pauk G. Davis, a 
lawyer with offices in the Fletcher Trust 
Building, Indianapolis, Ind., there has 
come an appeal to Equity to help locate 
Florence Hanover, who was also once 
Mrs. Aubert Wilhite Madflox, and for 
whom there is a legacy waiting, on the 


establishment of her identity. In his let- 
ter Mr. Davis wrote: 

“For the purpose of giving her an in- 
heritance, I am endeavoring to locate 
Mrs. Florence Hanover, an actress, whose 
last address known to me was Victoria, 
B. C., Canada, but who cannot be lo- 
cated thru that address. 

“Her first husband’s name was Aubert 
Wilhite Maddox, with whom she traveled 
about the country, appearing in different 
theatrical engagements. I do not know 
the character of her work, but I have a 
program, printed on silk, showing that 
Mr. Maddox, on March 1, 1901, appeared 
in the Annual Actors’ Benefit under the 
direction of Daniel Frohman, at the 
Broadway Theater, at 41st and Broad- 
way, New York. 

“After the death of Maddox, she mar- 
ried Hanover. It may be that she has 
not been in this profession for some 
time, but as to that I do not know. 

“It has been suggested to me that you 
might have some files which would assist 
me in locating her. Will you please let 
me hear from you?” 

Information as to the present where- 
abouts of Mrs. Hanover may be addressed 
directly to Mr. Davis.

A ROAD CALL, requested by the Glens 
Falls local, has been issued against the 
Strand Theater at Hudson Falls, N. Y., 
which after long negotiation has refused 
to grant the stagehands a $2 increase 
demanded under the contract for the new 
year. Last season the men received $36 
a week. The call becomes effective Oc- 
tober 22. 

A CALL has also been issued against 
the Graham Theater, Washington, Ia., 
for refusal to employ union men. _ It 
goes into effect, placing the house on the 
“unfair” list, October 18. 


UNION EMPLOYEES will go to work 
immediately in the New Princess Theater, 
Columbus, Miss., as a result of the differ- 
ences between the management of the 
house and the local at Granada, Miss., 
having been patched up. The situation 
became so acute the local union requested 
a road call against the house. 


REPRESENTATIVE BROWN has 
been assigned by the International Alli- 
ance to proceed to Marion, O., where the 
local is in controversy with the manag- 
ers. In asking for a representative the 
local did not report the nature of the 
dispute. 


WILLIAM FORD has been engaged as 
assistant motion picture operator at the 
Capitol Theater, Pittsfield, Mass. 


THE CHARLEROI and Monessen (Pa.) 
local of the I. A., No. 628, has applied to 
the alliance for a separate charter. The 
towns are close to each other and se- 
cured a joint charter several years ago. 
Representative Tinney of the I. A. has 
gone to Charleroi to investigate the ap- 
plication and determine whether a di- 
vorce of the two towns shall be granted. 


VICE-PRESIDENT BECK, of Fresno. 
Calif., is in New York on a brief vaca- 
tion. He is fourth vice-president of the 
alliance. On his return westward he will 
stop off at Colorado Springs to investi- 
gate the dispute between the local at 
that point and the Burns Theater. The 
manager of the Burns, according to re- 
port, insists on hiring a stage employee 
who was expeiled from the union, claim- 
ing that the man who took his place is 
incompetent. According to I. A. officials 
in New York, the man the Burns Theater 
management, wishes to discharge has 
been employed at the house for seven 
years.

The management of the Ziegfeld Follirs 
has preferred charges against the follow- 
ing members of the Chorus Equity for 
leaving that company without notice: 
Alys Fitzgerald and Dorothy Croyle, 
These charges will be brought before the 
executive committee at its next meet- 
ing. We cannot insist that the man- 
ager give two weeks’ notice unless we 
make our own people do the same thing. 
A person who jumps the show is not only 
doing a dishonest thing; he is jeopardiz- 
ing the employment of his fellow mem- 
bers. 

Unless your contract reads “for New 
York” you cannot claim that the close 
of the season in New York is the close of 
your engagement. If you will work only 
in New York you should have that put 
in your contract; you would then. be 
automatically released at the end of the 
New York run. 

Chorus Equity members working in 
the chorus and understudying principals 
should be paid an additional salary for 
this work and the amount should be in 
the contract. There is no set salary for 
understudies—if you have no contract 
covering this work you must accept what 
the management gives you for under- 
study work. Some of our people seem to 
think that they should be paid pro rata 
when they go on as understudies on the 
basis of the salary of the person they 
are understudying. An understudy is 
never paid the same salary as the prin- 
cipal. 

The new due period starts November 
1. Members who are working are sup- 
posed to pay on or before that date. The 
30 days’ grace is given to people out of 
employment. On December 1, and the 
first of each month thereafter, delinquent 
members are fined 25 cents a month 

Wort in the acrobatie and tap-dancing 
classes is progressing splendidly. Every 
member of the Chorus Equity working 
in a New York production should be 
registered in that class. 

On last Friday night Station WRNY 
at the Hotel Roosevelt devoted the pro- 
gram to chorus girls.

‘Cultitis’ has killed many Aa 
promising amateur dramatic enterprise 


by the simple process of restricting its 
appeal and, consequently, its financial 
support.

lapse of its little theater. 


Similar play- 
houses have 


suffered a like fate The 


most recent example is the Buffalo Play- 
ers, a community theater organization 
with over 3,000 members. For three

Today a financial 
flop, its playhouse has passed to picture 


interests Altho drawing over $20.000 
each year from dues, the movement 
foundered thru high overhead. mostly in

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Shape Features 
With Makeup 


The make-up expert has a place in 
the theater because long practice has 
assured a technique of application that 
actually beautifies The techniqu: 
which the make-up expert acquires is 
comparable to that of the musician in 
that knowledge js combined with an in- 
nate feeling for the beautiful. Only the 
make-up expert can do justice to an 
article on the subject, but the value of 
what he ‘might write would be demor 
strahJe only after a careful study of 
one’s own defects and prolonged prac- 
tice in softening them, a practice into 
which the effect of stage lights must 
necessarily enter. Without going deep- 
ly into the subject, however, there are 
certain simple rules of makeup which, 
if followed, enable us to improve the 
contour of the face and shape of the 
features 

Of course. every actress knows that 
cold cream should be used assiduously 
before makeup is applied, to both cleanse 
and rejuvenate the skin In some in- 
stances a special cream base is neces- 
sary, depending on the manner in which 
the skin “takes” powder and rouge. 

The next step is to decide the shape 
of the face:* whether it is too long and 
too narrow; too broad and high of 
cheek bone, or too broad and hollow- 
cheeked. 

If the face is broad with high cheek 
bones apply the rouge directly under the 
eyes and blend it out well under the 
hair line. 

Rouge forms a shadow which will 
tone down the too broad face, and for 
this reason rouge should never be ap- 
plied directly to cheeks that are hollow. 

To rouge cheeks that are hollow, ap- 
ply the dolor out on the cheek bones in 
small ovals, a touch which will light 
the hollows from above, 

To achieve the effect of youth, place 
the rouge high on the face. To place 
it far back is to add years. 

No matter what effect you \strive for 
in applying rouge, remember that it 
should be thinned out to the edges to 
suggest naturalness. How often have you 
watched the placing of rouge in a stud- 
ied evenness, with no attempt at thin- 
ning out? 

If the chin is inclined to be too full 
rouge it lightly and the artificial shadow 
thus created will give it youthful con- 
tour. 

If the chin recedes rouge the front. 
Too much chin can be shortened by 
placing the rouge under the lip. 

The subject of application of rouge 
to the lips recalls to mind numerous ree 
quests for a suggestion which will re- 
duce too heavy lips “A great deal can 
be accomplished by the proper applica- 
tion of rouge. Lips can be thinned con- 
siderably by using a light rouge which 
will not cause lips to appear prominent. 

The rouge shou!d not be applied to the 
natural edges of too thick lips as this 
aecents the size. First apply to the bow 
a bit heavily and then very lightly 
toward the corners 

When the lips are thin rouge may be 
applied plenteously above the ‘cupid’s 
bow and helow the under lip 

When the lips droop at the corners 
apply rouge to the corners by means 
of the edge of a fine orange-wood stick 
in an upward sweep. 

When the nose js too broad, light 
rouge at the corners of the nostrils wil! 
cause it to appear narrower 

When the nose is too thick, 
bit of light 

When apy Z rouge to the nostrils, 
however, first assure yourself of the 
purity of the rouge and then apply it 
very sparingly, otherwise infection may 
result. 

If you would accent the loveliness of 
the eyes, do not make the mistake of 
plucking the brows into an, extremely 
thin line. The high arched brow which 
imparts a questioning look to some 
faces appears fixed and vacuous if the 
eyes are not large and luminous. 

Very thin eyebrows on a stout face 
are ag incongruous as heavy brows on 
a thin face.

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The Road Situation 


Reports from the road are disquiet- 
ing. 

Nearly all of the first shows to go out 
have had rather hard going. Some of 
them already have quit, others are on 
the verge of following suit, and still 
others are rearranging their routes so 
as to reduce their uncertainties to a 
minimum. 

Meanwhile dozens of communities of 
ample size are complaining that they are 
not getting any road shows. 

The road complains that it is not get- 
ting any attractions, and the attractions 
complain that the road is not patroniz- 
ing them. 

One blames the other, and there you 
are. 

It’s a strange circle. 

The situation, however, is a very sim- 
ple one. 

So simple, in fact, that showmen ap- 
pear to be looking right over the top 
of it instead of squarely into it. 

There are just three vital things the 
matter with the road-show business at 
present. 

First, the automobile, which keeps the 
majority of persons poor in pocket. 

Second, prices of admission, which 
are considered high in the light of the 
new values created by movie theaters. 

Third, definite hours of performance, 
which keep away a lot of persons who, 
having acquired the habit of dropping 
into a picture show at any old time, find 
it inconvenient or troublesome or 
against their blunted inclinations to ob- 
serve a set time. 

Of course, other factors enter into 
the situation, but these are the big ones. 


These three are the ones that must 
be faced first. 

What is more, they can be faced 
easily enough. 

One way of meeting the situation, in 
addition to the establishment of more 
dramatic stock companies, is thru the 
medium of tabloid musical stock com- 
panies—the kind that use condensed 
versions of well-known Broadway bills 
and give three or four short shows a 
day, with pictures shown in between. 

This style of attraction, at present 
confined almost exclusively to perma- 
nent locations, can easily be worked out 
to cover week stands, split weeks and 
even the onenighters. 

At low prices a show of this kind will 
draw the crowds. 

If it draws crowds to three or four 
performances in one day, it will take 
in enough money, even at small prices, 
to make the proposition pay. 

Not only that, but it ought to make 
enough money to be able to pay good 
salaries, which in turn will ‘nterest a 
good class of performers in this class 
of work. 

This, combined with the reasonable 
cost of admission and the continuous 
or near-continuous performance, will 
make the popularity of these shows a 
cinch. 

It is not very likely, of course, that 
the larger cities will be satisfied with 
these tabloid attractions, but they cer- 
tainly ought to make a hit in the smaller 
communities, which, after all, constitute 
the major part of the road. 

As for the larger cities outside of the 
half dozen metropolitan centers, it looks 
as tho they, too, will have to do some 
kind of *readjusting if they expect to 
keep getting productions from Broad- 
way. 

They can wail all they want to that 
the lowering of prices is out of the 
question, but if the public won’t pay 
$2.75 or $3.30, the theaters must either 
lower their scales or play to empty seats. 

They have no alternative. They are 
caught in a trap and must make the 
best of it, 

Robert B. Mantell, with a company 
of 25, is making money on the road at 
prices ranging from 50 cents to $1.50. 

It may not be quite as easy, but 
neither is it impossible, for Broadway 
productions to be framed so that they 
can get by with a similar scale. 

Saying that “It can’t be done” won't 
help matters any. 

The thing is to figure out what can 
be done. 


Vitaphone and Music 


The outstanding possibilities of the 
Vitaphone, assuming that it can over- 
come the economic handicaps which 
now make it too costly for any except 
the large metropolitan. theaters, are in 
the field of music—particularly in pro- 
viding correct and complete orchestral 
scores for motion pictures wherever 
they may be shown. 

Despite all the speculations and pre- 


dictions about the coming of talking | 


pictures, there are good reasons why 
the pictures had better not talk. 

It is well recognized that the movies 
owe their great success to the fact that 
they can be understood and absorbed 
without difficulty by even the lowest 
order of mentality. 

As pictures, especially with musical 
accompaniment, they can play re- 
sponsively on mass imagination and 
mass emotion. 

The minute they add conversation 
they will become too complicated for a 
tremendous percentage of the regular 
movie patrons. 

So the Vitaphone had better think 
long before it speaks. 

Incidentally—tho it is far more than 
incidental in importance—what is going 
to happen to all the moving picture 
theater orchestras, organists and pianists 
when (and if) the Vitaphone reaches 
the point where it can provide films 
with musical accompaniment for the 
movie houses in the small villages as 
well as in the big cities? 

That’s something for somebody to 
think about. 


The Sesqui’s Failure 


It is already being bruited about that 
when the whole story of the Sesqui- 
centennial fiasco is revealed the public 
will be treated to one of the choicest 
scandals Philadelphia has ever known. 

But what good will it do? 

The story of the Sesqui’s failure can 
be told in less than a dozen words: 
No directing head—no showmanship— 
nothing put politics. 

Philadelphia’s Mayor says the ex- 
position failed, not because of misman- 
agement, but because the people failed 
to attend, 

If the people failed to attend, it was 
because the celebration, instead of be- 
ing mismanaged, was not managed at 
all. 

Instead of one competent directing 
head, one master mind with absolute 
authority, the event was in the hands 
of.a lot of politicians, who didn’t know 
the first thing about it. 

These individuals showed their in- 
competence when they said the Sesqui- 
centennial was an event that would ad- 
vertise itself, and, therefore, would not 
need professional press agents. 

They showed their stupidity when 
they sneeringly remarked that an ex- 
position of this caliber was above the 
talents of showmen. 

They gave evidence of their ignorance 
of such affairs when they opened the 
celebration before it was half ready, and 
thus sent away thousands of disap- 
pointed visitors, who knocked the ex- 
position in all parts of the country. 

In the laying out of the grounds, in 
the fight to keep open on Sundays, and 
in a dozen other vital issues, the Sesqui 
clique betrayed its helplessness a hun- 
dred times over. 

It has been demonstrated time and 
again that the only way to steer a 
gigantic project to success is by putting 
the reins in the hands of one man and 
giving him full powers. 

The South Jersey Exposition proved 
this when it engaged John A. Pollitt 
and permitted him to turn failure into 
success. ; 

When there are about a dozen hands 
at the wheel, and each one trying to 
steer in a different direction, the bus 
hasn’t much chance of getting any- 
where. 

But with only one man directing, only 
one set of orders to obey, only one 
chief to answer to, the chances are more 
favorable. 

Even if the man at the helm should 
get off in the wrong direction or make 
some slight mistake, it will be found 
out quick enough and can be rectified. 

This is not possible when a dozen are 
making mistakes and each one tries to 
cover up his own by calling attention to 
the others. ’ 

The failure of the Sesqui should stand 
out for a long time as an object lesson 
to all those who try to put on shows 
without the aid of showmen. 


Nation’s Business 


By way of counteracting the gloom 
that has been spread as a result of the 
precarious situation in the land of cot- 
ton, it is reassuring to note from the 
latest survey by the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers that the nation’s 
business will continue booming into the 
next year. 

According to the survey, the great 
majority of industries report conditions 
favorable, with good prospects for the 
winter, increased employment and 
wages, normal or low stocks, and almost 
complete labor tranquillity. 

3uilding contracts and car loadings 
also continue to hold up, and in nearly 
all directions there is a_ satisfactory 
“balance” of forces. 

The cutting down of immigration has 
just about ended the day of cheap labor, 
and money is in active circulation. 

There is, however, a catch in the 
situation as far as amusements are con- 
cerned. 

The automobile industry expects to 


surpass all previous records for annua: 
output. 

With these additional cars dumped on 
the market and sold to the public for 
so much down and so much out of 
every pay envelope, the show business 
will have put forth some mighty attrac- 
tive inducements if it expects to get its 
share of the public’s spending money. 


Cores and Encores 


Japanese theatrical performances be. 
gin in the morning and last all day 


There is a big difference between 
casting a show and merely decorating 
it with performers. 


The theater always was an amnuse- 
ment and a pastime. Now it is getting 
to be on/y that. 


The towns that get the tourists to 
come and remain over the week- 
end are those that have amusements to 
entertain the visitors on Sunday. 


Advice to press agents: Don't repr 
sent your road show as being th 
“original Broadway company” when the 
original Broadway company happens to 
be still playing on Broadway. 


It is estimated that the yearly pav- 
roll in the moving picture studios alone 
amounts to $60,000,000. More than 
20,000 film theaters in all parts of the 
country help to collect this money, and 
it all goes “out of town”. 


Public service and educational de- 
partments are being established by many 
of the more progressive moving picture 
theaters. One important feature of the 
work is the arranging of special pro- 
grams for children. 


Film exhibitors on the West Coast 
recently won a fight to prevent public 
schools from giving movie shows. 
Looks as tho the institutions of learn- 
ing will have to continue to get along 
with the old dramatic societies. 


Now that the second Vitaphone pro- 
duction has turned out to be such a 
success, it may not be so very long be- 
fore the canned vaudeville show will 
take its place among the other canned 
goods. 


No matter how raw the attractions 
may be allowed to get on Broadway, the 
road still insists on clean entertainment. 
Proof of this is contained in numerous 
newspaper reviews and letters received 
in recent weeks, giving bad reports of 
a certain traveling musical show, which 
apparently is trying to bring some of 
the Broadway nudity and vulgarity to 
theatergoers in the sticks. 


Tt was inevitable that someone would 
catch it and holler about it, and Chester 
B. Bahn, .dramatic critic of The Syra- 
cuse Herald, has done so. So here's 
another bit of counsel to the pilots of 
traveling attractions: Don’t use scen 
of the Broadway original and photos 
of the New York cast in advertising 
a road company that is totally different 
Some of those country slickers who 
have been to New York, or who read 
the Sunday American, are liable to de- 
tect the misrepresentation. 


Wi!l Rogers is becoming an institu- 
tion and a power.

Owning its chief theater for the last 
24 years, which have seen great changes 
in the theater situation, Northampton, 
Mass., long has been widely known and 
since 1912 has launched much .that has 
set its stamp on the theater world and 
now is demonstrating what has applica- 
tion wherever the struggle is on between 
survival of a general spoken theater or 


ts enguifment in the overwhelming 
swamp of silent drama. ‘ 
That is this country’s present state, 


with the exception of a few metropolitan 
heads of a theater system that requires, 
also, a healthy circulation thru its entire 
national body which, otherwise, is in 
danger of running to a divided condition 
of ever specialization and corruption at 
its top.

was one thing to try here, 
have been so many fine attempts 
to attract sufficient support for above- 

ce American companies. Often in 
thes the proportion of English actors 
Was about what the new company in- 
cluded of Americans—two of 12. The 
actor-manager, Paul Hansell,- made no 
claim to expertness in productions of the 
prevalent American stock type. His 
job of presenting a season of significant 
English plays naturally could be more 
completely realized with players in- 
herently familiar with this order of pro- 
duction, Also an English company lends 
itself more gracefully to the changing

EF ANI LYMAN, whose father gave the 
theater to the city—with the require- 

ment thet its drama representations 
be of the better sort—felt that, since the 
dismissal of a famous resident company 
in 1919 (because of political entangle- 
ment with its affairs), the theater was 


not altogether meeting its purpose, guar- 
anteed this return to resident players. 
The company practically carried itself 
until the holiday slump—always a strain 
here—caused a deficit that mounted until 
the guarantee was so diminished that the 
theater trustees—mindful of past “munic- 
ipal moods”"—announced a_ close on 
February 1, tho by that date business had 
recovered to where, by Saturday nichts, 
it was in instances turning away 
would-be patrons from such non-stock 
plays as Loyalties. 

Having lost one remarkable regime of 
resident companies in the world’s greater 
plays, the Academy clientele opposed the 
closing. A Sunday mass meeting at the 
theater resulted in a strenuous campaign. 
Volunteer workers, not only in the city 
but also in th® surrounding places from 
which is drawn the little element that 
cares for high-class plays, took hold. 
Speeches were made from the stage each 
evening setting forth the situatfon and 
reporting progress. Press support—general 
as well as generous and 
sustained. Eventually enough money was 
secured to assure a season into April. 

Emphasis is on the fact that, at last, 
theater patrons saw the need of taking 
the matter into their own hands; realiz- 
ing individual relation to the sort of en- 
tertainment that raises the character of 
a community. A better theater had be- 
come a vital civic matter. The accom- 
panying excitement and arousal brought 
theater values to the popular mind. The

importance of saving one spoken thea- 
ter before it was irrevocably lost to the 
total domination of pictures (supplied by 
other houses in plenty, and which the 
city has in its own theater during sum- 
mer) was not a matter of antagonism to 
movies but an addition to what 
in their present state, provide. 

There was no question that the less 
discriminate amusement is mass and 
majority choice, but, more than ever be- 
fore, was a sentiment that developed taste 
also has its rights.

‘the current practice of “‘‘novelizing’’ a novel for sale in connection with 

moving pictures First. a movie is made from some well-known novel. 
Next, a writer is hired to make a novel out of the movie. Finally, the public. 
or at least the movie public. buys this newly confected opus, no doubt under 
the impression that it is buying the original work. This procedure, which was 
followed once with Murger’s Vie de Boheme. and again with Hawrhorne’s 
Scarlet Letter, will strike many as exceedingly queer. Why isn’t the source novel 
itself republished and offered for sale? 

The answer. no doubt, is to be found in the restrictions which have 
grown up around the movie industry In making a movie out of a novel 
certain changes are necessary. In La Vie de Boheme, for example, Rudolph and 
Mimi set up housekeeping without benefit of clergy, a state of affairs which 
would never do in a moving picture on account of censorship regulations. So 
in the movie Mimi and Rudolph are pictured as living in the same building. 
but in different apartments: never for an instant is it suggested that their 
relations are any but the purest But when it comes time to place a movie 
edition of the book on sale it is highly desirable that there be some correspondence 
between the events on the printed page and the events on the screen Hence 
the rewrite job by a hack It will strike many as a desecration, something 
worthy of injunction proceedings in a law court But why stew over it? 
Murger and Hawthorne can stand it. In essence the thing is not tragic, 
but comic. —NEW YORK WORLD.

At 
a given signal the cowboys start to put 
the saddle on a horse. It requires three 
men to handle each horse, and those 
who are successful must ride the horse 
to the end of the field with only a halter 
as a guide. On Sunday Hugh Strickland, 
of Casa Grande, Ariz., saddled his horse 
in three seconds. 

A splendid exhibition of rope handling 
was given by Jim Carey, champion trick 
and fancy roper of Western Canada. 
There is also a bulldogging contest and 
the milking of wild cows. Alfie and Tiny 
Welch, 12 and 9 years old respectively, 
give an exhibition in jumping. The latter 
is pony high jumping champion of the 
world.

1926 Fair Season in New England

C. Startzell, secretary, and 
John W. Conrad, manager, summarize 
the 1926 Jefferson County Exposition at 
Brookville, Pa., which will be about

They kept coming, even in the rain, and 
in spite of a sea of mud and continued 
showers we had a good Friday crowd. 

“We wish to pay special tribute to our 
chief free attractions, Gus Hornbrook’s 
Wild West Show, booked thru Wirth & 
Hamid, and Don Bartel and His Orches- 
tra. No attractions ever pleased our 
patrons better and they really co-operat- 
ed and helped us thru our difficulties with 
the weather. Especially did we appre- 
ciate Mr. Hornbrook and his troupe put- 
ting on most of their show in the rain 
Thursday and saving our grand-stand re- 
ceipts in spite of great personal danger 
to themselves from the muddy track.

Suggesting Ways and Means 
To Dividends and Popularity 


Some of the Problems Facing Park Managers in Creating Profits and 
Drawing Crowds Could Be Made Interesting Topics for Dis- 
cussion With Season’s Experience as Background - 


Now that the curtain has been rung down on the park season, the owner, man- 
ager and others responsible for the operation of outdoor amusement centers will 
probably go into conference with themselves in the hope of cashing in on the experi- 


ence of the last five or six months. 


Generally, inclement weather has been too prevalent during the season to bring 


an overabundance of smiles and pleasant 
moments to the man or men interested in 
amusement parks; rain has _ interfered 
with many schedules, spoiled many pro- 
grams that were expected to recoup some 
of the losses and caused shinkage in ate 
tendance when crowds were most needed. 

Each amusement park official has had 
his individual problems to solve, and in 
the coming months many will devise 
Ways and means to steer clear of the 
difficulties they have encountered recently 
—as far as human intelligence and fore- 
sight can do so. There are, however, 
some matters which may escape the at- 
tention and consideration of park offi- 
cials and owners, and these are of such 
a general nature that probably sugges- 
tions along general lines may be in 
order. 

In a communication received within 
the last few days several questions have 
been propounded that seem fair and 
equitable, and in this “off’ season it 
may be helpful to Gdiscuss the queries. 
These are: “Has the tone of our amuse- 
ment parks been raised in recent years?” ; 
“What is the greatest thing needed in 
order to make an amusement park profit- 
able, popular and worthy of the support 
of the best people?”; “Is it possible to 
cater to all classes of a community and 
please the majority?”; “What are some 
of the essential points in catering to an 
amusement-seeking public?”. 

We are not sure that these questions 
have been submitted from a real desire 
for information or whether our quizzing 
friend did not write us in a spirit of 
frivolity, tinctured, perhaps, with a dash 
ef “‘take-a-chance” sportmanship. 

It cannot be denied that the questions 
are pertinent; each of them deserves 
the deepest consideration by those en- 
gaged in providing amusement and en- 
tertainment in our public parks. It is 
a matter of more serious import, how- 
ever, whether our opinion can be more 
than personal; every man has a right to 
speak for himself, yet the discussion may 
prove interesting to a wider circle than 
we anticipate. 


Taking them in routine: “Has the tone 
of our amusement parks been raised in 
recent years?” is a question that is local 
more than general. The tone of any 
amusement park is largely a reflection of 
the ideas of the management. Strict 
observance of ordinary standards of pub- 
lic morality—always a debatable point— 
production of entertainment that appeals 
to those whose ideas of respectability 
line up with the majority of what are 
known as “good citizens” and the deter- 
mination to put a ban on any amusement 
that tends toward “risque” or offensive 
entertainment might be taken as the 
basis of “tone” observed at our public 
parks. 

While this is a generation of “new 
freedom” among our adolescents and our 
younger sets, it cannot be gainsaid that 
many customs and styles are now per- 
missible that were taboo a decade or so 
ago; still there is always a line of 
demarcation between the respectable and 
deterrent. No man of voting age needs 
to be told what is and what is not the 
“correct thing” at public gatherings; 
standards of tone cannot be set, but a 
line or boundary must exist beyond which 
it is not wise to travel. Such conditions 
are generally local. 

We believe there is an improvement 
in the tone surrounding our parks de- 
voted to outdoor amusement. Much of 
the “roughneck” element has been elim- 
inated from these “breathing spaces” 
and rarely does the head of a .u..jily 
need to hesitate before deciding to attend 
this or that amusement park; the tone 
of the place has been properly classified 


among the desirable or undesirable 
Places for the family entertainment. 
Providers of public amusement know 


there is more profit in clean and decent 
entertainment than in the kind that ap- 
peals to the less scrupulous of the citi- 
zenry. The average park manager be- 
lieves in numbers, and in order to earn 
dividends for his corporation or profits 
for his proprietor or himself he must 
present amusements that amuse without 
leaving a dull taste in the mouths of 
some patrons, 

Much of the vicious and obscene has 
been deleted from presentations in the 
last 10 years or so that found a place 
in former shows and :o-cal'ed “temples 
of mystery”. The “stag’? mode of appeal 
finds little encouragement from the mod- 
ern park manager; the exhibition of 
nucity and salaciousness is no longer 
tolerated or even “winked at” in our 
parks. There is a better understanding 
between the park manager and his pa- 
trons as to the nature of entertainment 
wanted, thus the more respectable ele- 
ment is attracted to the amusement park. 

But, in the main, the matter of tone 
in our amusement parks and the raising 
or lowering of that tone is primarily a 


matter of locality. The discerning park 
inanager has one eye on his public and 
the other optic on the box office. He is 
not in the park business for his health; 
he is a commercial man, thus he must 
provide amusement to. sufficient num- 
bers to produce profit, and he knows 
that the majority in any community 
stands for tone and a ceftain amount of 
refinement. 

The tone in our amusement parks has 
been raised and this accounts for the 
increased patronage every year. The 
park manager sets his own standard and 
his clientele is gauged by thrt tone. 


“What is the greatest thing needed in 
order to make an amusement park profit- 
able, popular and worthy of the support 
of the best people?” Several of the 
points offered in the preceding answer 
are applicable to this query. They paral- 
lel to some extent. One of the most 
difficult tasks in the world is trying to 
please everybody, and this is equally true 
of the attempt to please the majority. 
But the park manager must have pat- 
ronage and his entertainment must hold 
the interest and attract the attention of 
the majority of his patrons. What, then, 
must be his procedure in order to square 
his accounts and leave a comfortable 
margin for himself or those for whom he 
works? 

Clean amusement heads the list in re- 
quirements for popularity and _ profit, 
and the same arguments presented for 
consideration of the previous question re- 
main reasonable. Variety in entertain- 
ment and a knowledge of showmanship 
are necessary to produce the figures on 
the right side of the ledger. Performers 
—whether musicians or vocalists or of 
the “dumb” act genre—must be apt in 
their work. The public is a severe critic; 
park patrons want their amusement free 
from flaws; the best obtainable—in keep-

There is no “greatest thing” needed to 
make a park popular and profitable: 
there are several things that enter int: 
such a proposition. Each has its own 
importance and the composite makes for 
profit. It is admitted, of course, that 
the majority of patrons of our amusee 
ment parks are our younger folks. It is 
necessary, therefore, to provide enter- 
tainment of a lighter kind than would be 
offered to a convention of Civil War 
veterans. Music and the dance hav 
taken a strangle hold on our younger 
sets; they must dance and they must 
have the latest music in order to get that 
satisfaction they seek and demand. Give 
it to them, then. Let us have the snap- 
piest orchestras, with the peppiest scores 
and the jazz kings will bring every not« 
of seductive music from their instrumeats 
and keep up a pace equal to any danc- 
ing fiend’s desirts, 

The voung folks today have the inside 
track in amusement; if they want jazzy 
music and peppy dancing let them have 
their way. There is nothing wrong with 
our young folks; they know what they 
want and they are going where they can 
fret it Thus, if popularity and profit 
are sought. these should be found in 
catering to the youth of both sexes and 
in such manner that the bounds of re- 
spectability and rectitude can be main- 
tained But no ,compromise or sacrifice 
is needed in order to meet the expenses 
of park managment. The moment either 
of these become necessary in order to 
devise dividends you may as well write 
over the portals of your park “Ichabod !" 
The glory has departed. 


“Is it possible to cater to all classes 
of a community and please the major- 
ity?” At first glance it would seem this 
question was a poser, but it does not 
take rank among the real issues in park 
management. We would be inclined to 
say offhand that it is practically impos- 
sible to cater to all classes in a com- 
munity and please the majority. There 
are too many people in a community 
who refuse to be happy or are willing to

see others happy It is unfortunately 
true, but it is true. There are not 
enough, however, of this disposition to 
disrupt the good nature or good inten- 
tions of any park manager, but they de- 
tract from round figures in reckoning 
majorities. 

Human nature is the same in all parts 
of this country; that is to say, there aré 
common levels on which our people meet, 
particularly in the matter of entertain- 
ment. It does not follow, however, that 
what makes a hit on Broadway or on 
some of the other metropolitan centers 
will appeal to some of the inland centers 
But our young folks seem to be more 
unified in these days in the matter of 
public entertainment; they seem more 
bound in common fellowship even in the 
selection of their public activities than 
in some preceding generations. What 
makes our songs popular today? Is it 
not that bond among the young folks, the 
similar craving for the latest syncopated 
lilts and steps? 

It seems reasonable, therefore, to seek 
the patronage of the majority of the 
younger people; there is money and 
satisfaction in catering to the light- 
hearted of the community, yet there must 
be that feeling of restraint—not a taut 
line of Puritanical supervision—to check 
any tendency to indulge in objectionable 
conduct while in the park. 

Trust the young folks to behave them- 
selves, but at the first sign of kicking 
over the traces let the word go forth that 
the park is run on a strictly respectable 
You will get the patronage of th 
better grade of people; the lawless and 
inarchistic among the adolescents will 
feel uncomfortable and ill at ease in any 
park where shady styles do not prevail— 
and that is what you want in your pub- 
lic parks 

The answer to the query is this: Cater 
to the majority and let your policy be 
one that is worthy of the best in the 
community.

“What are some of the essential points 
in catering to an amusement-seeking pub- 
lic?” Have not the preceding answers 
been ample reply to this query? The 
same things that enter into the search 
for popularity and profit hold good in 
regard to the matter of essentials in 
successful catering. 

Amusements—rides and other devices— 
must be up to the minute, the service 
must be prompt, civility and congeniality 
must be observed, the utmost safety 
must be taken of patrons in order to 
avoid accidents. It happens too often 
that dare-devil patrons will seek amuse- 
ment in bravado or outlandish conduct 
this must be curbed in such manner that 
while no offensive domination is exer- 
ised, the reckless patron is saved from 
danger and at the same time no em- 
barrassment is given 

Again. showmanship is the cardinal 
virtue necessary in catering to an amuse- 
ment-seeking public You have some- 
thing to sell: your selling talk and your 
selling methods will be successful insofar 
as you inject a certain amount of per- 
sonality into your attractions. The park 
manager is the man at the helm; he must 
keep his hand on the tiller all the time 
the park is in operation His subordin- 
ates must keep step with the manager in 
all policies; there must be unity on the 
staff of workers. There is the public to 
be served, and it demands the best. The 
park manager who has gauged his com- 
munity, who knows how his patrons want 
their amusement, who knows that his 
success depends on how he handles his 
public, is the man who has learned the 
es ential points in catering to any amuse- 
ment-seeking community. : 

It takes all kinds of people to make a 
world—this is equally true of a com- 
munity. The man who has inherited or 
required showmanship, congeniality, 
knowledge of human nature and will in- 
corporate these in catering to the public 
deserves success 3ut he must have the 
goods—and these he must select in keep- 
ing with the tastes and moods of that 
fickle, fault-finding and relentless coterie 
in contrast with the true lover of the best 
that lies around him—and in the end he 
will probably succeed. If not, he can tak: 
consolation from the words of the poet: 
‘*Tis not in mortals to command suc- 
cess, but we'll do more, we'll deserve it.”

ZIP HIBLER doesn’t expect to see it, 
but he is convinced that some of the 
towns he has been working recently 
would be better off if they had safety 
zones for pitchmen marked off on street 
corners. Piping from Newark, N. J., he 
says: “On my way. back from Philadel- 
phia I stopped in a co-operative mill 
town, Florence, N. J. I was about to 
make an opening at the mill gate at 
noon when a yotng fellow tipped me on 
the quiet that an official intended to 
arrest me and stick a fine of $50 on me. 
This brings up a question that has im- 
pressed me all over the country. It is 
evident to me that if fellows of my 
craft don't get together in a universal 
league we will be pushed off the map 
entirely.” Hibler’s experience and his 
complaint is just another argument in 
favor of strengthening the N. P. S. P. A. 
to a point where it can accomplish some- 
thing, Tommy Burns would tell him. The 
reader in Florence is $25. Discussing 
this high tax, Zip goes on to savy: “Here 
is a case where the license is made 
exorbitant in order to further a selfish 
motive. It's not likely that the excessive 
tax would stand a test in any appellate 
court of the United States. Fellows like 
me are submitting to this condition be- 
cause we haven't the funds or the time 
to contest the local law.” He points to 
the Showmen'’s League as an example 
of what can be done for the members 
when an organization is strong. He fa- 
vors a league that will be financially 
strong enough to look after its members 
in trouble, sickness and death. The pro- 
moters of the N. P. S. P. A. have in 
mind just such features as Hibler pro- 
poses, but the organization is yet too 
young and undeveloped to attempt work 
that requires the financial support that 
can come only from a large member- 
ship. As it grows in membership it will 
grow in strength and infiuence.

EDWARD RUSSELL SALTER 


“Ed” Salter is dead. Johnny J. Jones has lost his ‘‘hired 
boy”, the show world has lost one of its most picturesque char- 
acters, and hundreds of newspaper offices in the United States and 
Canada have lost an annual visitor who always was as welcome a3 
the flowers in spring. Death came suddenly the evening of 
October 12 on the show grounds in Raleigh, N. C. 

Altho Mr. Salter was better known to the present generation 
by his unique title of "Jobnny J. Jones’ Hired Boy”, in years gone 
by he figured prominently in the theatrical business of this country. 
His rise from usher to impresario is one of the truly great ro- 
mances of the theater. Few persons in the theatrical and show 
business ever enjoyed such a wide acquaintance, few commanded 
such prestige and few have been more socially popular than the 
genial “‘Ed’’ Salter. His winning personality carried him everye 
where, and on the strength of his following he never had difficulty 
obtaining columns—and even pages—of publicity for the Jones 
Shows. 

Edward Russell Salter was born August 7, 1864. in Detroit, 
and he had spent 47 of his 62 years in ¢he theatrical and show 
business. He was married three times. His first wife was a 
Detroit girl, Lizzie Gill, and they had two daughters, both now 
married and living in Chicago. Lottie Williams, whom Mr. Salter 
Starred in melodramas under his own management, was his second 
wife. He later married Ida Burt Laurence, singer and dancer. 
Sbe and their son, Edward R. Salter, Jr., survive. 


Mr. Salter began his career as an usher in the old Detroit 
Opera House, then was advertising agent for the Coliseum, a Detroit 
vaudeville house. and subsequently managed theaters in Detroit, 
Saginaw, Bay City and two in Grand Rapids. While in charge 
of the Academy of Music in Saginaw, in 1888, he discovered 
Marie Dressler. In Grand Rapids Mr. Salter became a prize-fight 
promoter and gave Tommy Ryan his first professional engagement. 

Meanwhile Mr. Salter was working each summer with the 
B. E. Wallace Circus. Then he formed a partnership with Walter 
S. Baldwin and placed the No. 2 Baldwin Melville Repertoire 
Company on the road. Rose Melville was a member of the troupe. 
About this time he became manager for James Whitcomb Riley and 
Bill Nye, and after this engagement he was signed by Harry 
Thearle, manager of Pain’s Fireworks, to manage America, the 
most spectacular production of the age. Then came the launching 
of one of the greatest novelties of the age, introducing Gus Heege 
in Ole Olson. He had a chance to engage the Four Cobans for 
this show at $100 a week, but considered the amount more than 
he could afford. 

James Hutton next engaged him as press agent and treasurer 
of the old Windsor Theater, Chicago, and Mr. Salter then con- 
ceived the idea of a Weber and Fields style of show for small 
towns. He made $50,000 in one season with a single show. 
Mr. Salter was now devoting his summers to taking a stock 
company to the Maritime Provinces with William §S. Harkins. 
Some of the members of the cast, all of whom received $30 a 
week, were William Farnum, Douglas Fairbanks, Lottie Williams, 
Maclyn Arbuckle, May Vokes, Willie Collier, William §. Hart, 
Olive Porter and others. Mr. Salter then acted as manager for 
Herbert Kelcey, Effie Shannon, May Robson, Tom Wise, Maclyn 
Arbuckle, George Boniface, May Irwin, Maggie Cline and others, 
after which he went into the producing business with James D. 
Barton, staging one-night plays, one of which had Joseph Santley, 
Mary Pickford, Ida Laurence and Herman Timberg. all children 
at that time, in the cast. Following this he took a dip into 
burlesque and was associated with Sam A. Scribner. Mort Singer 
engaged bim next, and then he was signed by Senator John P. 
Harris to manage the latter’s theaters. 

While managisg Ole Olson Mr. Salter played Dubois, Pa. He 
had a song book with the show and always engaged some town 
boy to sell the books. At this point the boy happened to be 
Johnny J. Jones. dt was William Page, former editor of The 
Billboard, who later induced Mr. Salter to accept the position with 
Mr. Jones, and from the time he was engaged until his illness 
last season the “‘hired boy’ never lost a day. 

Funeral services were held October 16 at Masonic Hall, New 
York, with interment in Flushing Cemetery, Flushing, L. I. George 
H. Balston, master of Pacific Lodge No. 233, F. and A. M., of 
which Mr. Salter was a member, conducted the ceremonies, which 
included the Pacific Quartet under the direction of Prof. Pfeiffer, 
organist. The members of the Jones Exposition sent a beautiful 
floral wreath, and there were similar tokens from the D. D. 
Murphy Shows, Theatrical Press Representatives of America, Or- 
lando and Orange County Advertising Clubs and Chambers of 
Commerce, Frank Haithcox, Edw. L. Conroy, The Biilboard 
and many others. Tributes to ‘‘Ed’’ Salter also have been sent to 
The Billboard by numerous theatrical and show people who have 
already heard the sad news, and many newspaper editorials have 
been written about the passing of the “‘hired boy’’.

actually soliciting trade with the degree 
of enthusiasm a railroad will seek the 
haul of a carload of brick or the trans- 
portation of a single passenger several 
hundred miles, yet most of the better- 
known roads have shown in many ways 
that circus and carnival business is 

wanted and appreciated. 

With circuses furnishing entirely their 
own railroad equipment and signing a 
release holding the line blameless in case 
of an accident of any nature whatsoever, 
the transporting road needs onlv to 
furnish a crew, motive power and road- 
bed. The Union Pacific recently compiled 
statistics and facts that show the income 
from transporting circuses is more re- 
munerative than from any other class 
of business. 

Just what will be the outcome of the 
Southern Railway's attitude in dis- 
couraging circus business remains to be 
seen. Many towns and cities along the 
Southern route will go circusless this 
season. And the cry of the kids as to 
why their localities will not enjoy the 
sight of the elephants and the white tops 
will be answered that it is due to the 
enormous increase of the Southern Rail- 
way’s rates. One traffic manager of a 
trunk line railroad operating in the 
South, when the matter was brought to 
his attention, stated that his road would 
be able to handle all the circus business 
given at the rate established by the 
government. This rail official also called 
attention to the price at which the stock 
for his line was selling and to the price 
of the Southern stock, which was nearly 
200 per cent less.

the showman order his advertising paper 

at least four weeks in advance. 

COMA has offered to submit to an in- 
formal hearing and meet with proper rep- 
resentatives of express companies if they 
consider there is a chance to extend the 
free time on certain classes of freight.

It is unfortunate perhaps that such a 
difficult and almost hopeless job as a 
dramatization of Theodore’ Dreiser’s 
reputed novel, An American Tragedy, 
Was ever attempted. But since it was, 
it must be said of the result that those 
involved have made a miserable mess 
of the undertaking from start to finish, 
far worse than there is any excuse for 
in the limitations that they admittedly 
had to cope with to set the spirit of 
the long book upon the stage. 

Patrick Kearney, who tried te make a 
play out of it, has evaded the spirit issue 


almost entirely in his frantic effort to 
squeeze in every material detail of the 
bare plot in the story. His chronicle 


therefore resembles a cold newspaper ac- 
count of a scare-head murder, cheaply 
sentimental, would-be sensational, and 
appealing only to the morbid and unin- 
telligent scandalmongers. Hundreds of 
pages in the novel were devoted to char- 
acter study. In the play there are just 
sO many puppets. The book brings out 
the force of social circumstance upon a2 
weakling. Both irony and sympathy are 


lost in Kearney’s adaptation. He gives 
us just the common structure of hard, 
hellow facts and many of them seem 


unimportant and superfluous as offered. 
Where these were carefully motivated in 
the novel, they are disjointed in being 
incidented in the deplorable technique of 
13 choppy scenes that seem for all the 
world like a series of charades that asks 
you to guess what part of the book each 
one represents. Thus we have the syn- 
opsis of a lonely vouth taking solace with 
a factory girl, falling in real love with 
a society debutante, ridding himself of 
the consequences of the former intimacy 
by a drowning, arrest for murder, trial 
and then electrocution. Cold and lifeless 
before the curtain falls as after. 
Granted that it is doubtful if anyone 
could have condensed into a play all of 
Dreiser’s chdracter study and his com- 
plete analysis of this chosen American 
tragedy with its thread-like causes in- 
fluenced by our social state, but at least 
that would seem to be the thing to strive 
for in a dramatization and it is not in- 
conceivable that some of its understand- 
ing might have been caught. If Kearney 
had taken the soul instead of the body; 
if he had written his own play from the 
idea instead of a scenario from the plot, 
those who have read the book possibly 
might not be so disappointed and those 
who have not read it might be induced 
to buy a copy, which may quite likely be 
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the hope that has caused it publisher to be 
also its producer. No one could be of- 
fended if exposition had been used to 
get over the long-time intervals instead 
of the numerous blackouts, if only a few 
dramatic moments had been selected and 
the rest left to the imagination or de- 
scription in the dialog, if the efforts thus 
saved had been dévoted to Kearney’s own 
dramatic expression of the spirit which 
Dreiser conceived. Obviously, the thing 
could be done in a form nearer to the 
regulation three scenes, making for better 
theater, and could contain enough of the 
novel’s psychology to evoke a little in- 
terest and a real sympathy for the cen- 


tral character. 

The failure of the exhibition at the 
Longacre Theater is not all Kearney’s 
fault, however. The crude staging also

settings. Edward 
and Carolyn Hancock know 
better, as their former accomplishments 
have proven, but that fact is of little 
help to the cast already under great 
disadvantage. 

Katherine Wilson is the only one to 
emerge with honors. The feeling she 
puts into the shell of the, book’s Roberta 
Alden provided her makes the character 
live to reap in return the feelings of her 
audience. Where the pathetic figure of 
Clyde Griffiths remains in your mind 
after reading the boox, here you carry 
the portrayal of the little factory girl 
out of the theater with ycu. Morgan Far- 
ley gives a conscientious, perhaps too 
conscientious, performance of Clyde, but 
he is unable to overcome the play acting. 
Despite the weak virility of the role, a 
little more genuine fire would help him, 
and not only could it be instilled thru- 
out but it could well supplant the false 
emoting in the last two acts. As the 
society girl, in the case, Miriam Hopkins 
is satisfactory foil. The many incidental 
characters are cared for to the best ad- 
vantage the direction will allow, which is 
not much unfortunately for most of the 
supporting company. Walter Walker, 
Sally Bates, Philip Wood and Frank 
Rutherford stand out as the most success- 
ful among them. Only sympathy can be 
handed out to Grace Griswold, Caroline 


Newcombe, Albert Phillips, Willard 
Dashiell, Anthony Brown, Bert Wilcox 


and several of the others. 

There might be sympathy for Dreiser, 
too, if it were not for the fact that he 
stood by and watched the dramatization 
of his book, according to authentic report. 
Perhaps he was too close to his thoughts 
to note their elimination. 

The play will hardly increase the sale 
of the novel. It will be interesting to 
see how far the novel cah carry the play.

His speak- 
ing voice nas improved somewhat and he 
seems more at ease than last season in 
Don Q, Jr. Little Billy Quinn, of that 
cast and this, does as well as can be 
expected in an implausible role, and Ken- 
neth Richards gets away with the equally 
absurd big brother part. 

The one outstanding performance is 
given by Katherine Revner, an ingenue 
who seems to be having a run of bad 
plays, but manages nevertheless to give 
strong hint of her capabilities.

White Wings is a delightful nonsense 
that keeps you in that sublime state of 
an almost continuous chuckle. Seldom do 
you rise to raucous laughter; seldom do 
you descend to seriousness. Yet there is 
always the consciousness that a lot of 
gravity went into it before the play was 
fashioned to the final form of a crazy 
fantasy about street cleaners, a horse 
called Joseph and the coming of the won- 
drous mechanical carriage we now know 
as the automobile. 

Really it has little to do with what 
it seems, tho the unsophisticated can en- 
joy it at its face value. The term “ex- 
pressionistic’ fits, if taken in unabused 
sense, but that never made the report 
of any play clear. Like some of its 
like-but-unlike predecessors, the real meat 
of White Wings evades satisfactory 
analysis in a brief paragraph. Below the 
feathers there is food for innumerable 
paragraphs that will doubtless appear fn 
conflicting explanation on various Sunday 
section pages if the metropolis can be 
counted on to supply intelligent audiences 
for the respectable run the piece de- 
serves. Later, when White Wings itself 
appears in print, there will be even more 
varied readings discovered between the 
lines. But it is really pot the business 
of this account to point out the subtle- 
ties in the play, such as maktng vividly 
ludicrous the false pride that almost 
everyone has in his particular profession 
or station by illustrating it exaggeratedly 
in the lowly positions of street sweepers. 
Rather this comment should be on the 
degree of merit and accomplishment in 
what the author has set out to do. And 
for that, it is sufficient to cry bravo 
and pronounce it an artistic success that 
should be immensely amusing and provoc- 
ative of interesting thought to those wno 
appreciate this sort of fare in the thea- 
ter. s 

If there are not many who are ready 
for such worthy novelty, then perhaps 


that remarkable prop horse, Joseph, un- 


der whose hide George Ali gives such a 
wonderful performance, will attract 
enough additional patronage to reward 
the enterprise. J. M. Kerrigan, who keeps 
Joseph in check with rein and pungent 
brogue, is at his very best, and William 
Norris, as a wistfully disconsolate near 
traitor to the exclusive ranks of the 
White Wings, is certain of adding to his 
recognition, Donald MacDonald is deft 
at the burlesque moments assigned to him 
andJessie Graham, Albert Tavernier and 
Arthur B. Allen carry out the spirit of 
their less important roles. 

Winifred Lenihan and Tom Powers, in 
the leading parts, both seem a bit off key 
with the notes of fantasy, but other than 
this too positive, too realistic manner 
they assume, their work is extremely art- 
full and they are to be generally com- 
mended in equal amount with the rest of 
the splendid cast. The minor parts are 
also nicely played py Donald McKee, 
Earl McDonald, Ben Lackland and Phil 
M. Sheridan. 

Winthorp Ames has, of course, staged 
the piece with admirable taste and un- 
derstanding, while Woodman Thompson 
has done his best work of the season with 
the absolutely suitable settings that em- 
body a pair of brick arches of graceful 
grandeur, GORDON M. LELAND.

The unimportant play which Murray 
Phillips chose for his initial venture as 
a Broadway producer has done three 
things for the theater. First and fore- 
most, it has brought to light Phillips’ 
ability as a stage director. Secondly, 1t 
brought back the eternally youthful Neil 
Martin in the sort of role he played 
many seasons ago in Seventeen. Finally 
it trots out one Maurice Clark, an author 
who has fashioned a splendid first act, 
but who fails by a mile to equal this 
excellent piece of writing in the succeed- 
ing chapters of his play. Fundamentally 
based on the formulae from which sprang 
Young Woodley, Fata Morgana and 
Seventeen, Tragic 18 misses being a mas- 
terpiece because of the badly written and 
badly conceived second and third acts. 
The dialog and general “business” from 
the rise of the curtain on the arrival of 
the boy from Iowa in his sophisticated 
brother's Greenwich Village apartment 
promises great things in the future from 
Clark and Phillips. When the first cur- 
tain falls on this episodic slice of drama 
the audience sits back satisfied and ex- 
pectant. Then, at the end of the dull 
period just before the final curtain, there 
is one brief scene between the boy, his 
mother and the actress in the case that 
is as tragically poignant as anything 
currently on view in Times Square. Thus 
the prophecy is partly fulfilled. 

Doubtless too much 1s expected in the 
way of a perfect cast when a casting 
director produces a play, altho it would 
seem that he, of all people in show busi- 
ness, could round up a superlatively fine 
group. But with the exceptions of Neil 
Martin, Dixie Loftin and possibly Jennie
